THE PROGRESS OF 
THE WAR. 


‘THERE seems to be no reason to 
disbelieve the statement that the 
Russians have been almost stupefied 
by the suddenness with which Japan 
has acted. Our French contemporary 
here, taking, as he has a perfect right 
to do, the side of the Russians, has 
not hesitated to publicly characterise 
the Japanese attack on the Russian 
fleet outside Port Arthur as 
“cowardly and treacherous.” As to 
the cowardice shown by the little 
Tapanese torpedo-boats in attacking 
a big , Russian fleet protected by 


innumerable search-lights and, we 


presume, by torpedo-nets, that is a 
matter of opinion; but we cannot 
recall that the gallant French called 
it cowardly when their torpedo-boat 
went into Shihpoo Roads and tried 
to torpedo a Chinese vessel at 
anchor there; or when Admiral Cour- 
bet went peaceably up the Min with 
his squadron, and destroyed the 
Chinese fleet at anchor in that river. 
In fact, both charges, of cowardice’ 
and of treachery, are ridiculous. 


‘294 | There was no treachery in any sense. 


Japan's announcement that she could 
wait no longer for Russia's reply 
and that she was going to take'inde- 
pendent action was, in itself, a 
declaration of war. ‘bat took place 
on the 6th of February, and Japan 





committed no act of hostility until 
the 8tb, giving ‘the Russians two 
days to prepare. ‘The object of the 
formal declaration of war, which 
Japan made on the 10th, was to 
acquaint other Powers officially of 
the fact, so that they might issue 
their Neutrality proclamations, &., 
but it was not required to justify 
Japan in commencing operations by 
any operative International Law. 

The fact is that the Ruesians have 

been living in a Fool’s Paradise; up 
to the last they seem to have really 
believed that the Japanese were not 
in earnest; that their opponents were 
only haggling as they were. them- 
selves, and that the end of this 
haggling wonld be an agreement at 
last. They have only themselves to 
blame for being found unready; if 
the officers of their fleet. at Port 
Arthur were at the Opera on Monday 
night when they ought to have been 
watching ‘for the Japanese torpedo- 
boats. ‘They have had intelligence 
officers euough in China, Corea, and 
Japan to tell them that the Japanese 
organisation was perfect and every 
reparation made ; it certainly was no 
fault: of the Japanese that the Rus- 
sians left two ships in Chemulpo to be 
picked up by Admiral Uriu aud his 
convoying squadron, We dare not, 
with the report of the Boer, War 
Commission before us, criticise 
Russia’s unreadiness; we only wish 
to show that there is no ground for 
criticising unfavourably the prompti- 
tude of Japan. 

It is only four days since opera- 
tions began, and ‘in that brief time 
the Japanese have put out of action 
eight of Russia's large warships, the 
ironclads Poltava, Retvizan, and 
Tsarevitch, and the cruisers Askold, 
Diana, Novik, Pullada, and Varyag, 
as well as the gunvessel Coreetz, or a 
total of over 67,000-tons. According 
to the Russian reports, these have 
only been temporarily disabled ; 
according to the Japanese reports, 
they have been sunk, or destroyed ; at 
any rate, they are out of action 
for the time, and their repairs 
will be a heavy strain on the 
resources of Port Arthur. It 
will be noted that while the 
Russians acknowledge their losses, 
the Japanese do not admit a sing'e 
Joss... In his official report, Admiral 
Togo, the Japanese commander at 
Port Arthur, admits that he had 
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four men killed and fifty-four wound - 
ed in the action on the 9th instant, 
but adds that the damage to the 
Japanese ships was very slight, his 
crews fighting as calmly as if they 
were ab manwauvres. 

Among the telegrams published 
this week there are two items o| 
great importance which should be 
kept in mind by students of the 
present war, indicating us they do 
the feeling that Russia's action has 
inspivel in the minds of the Govern- 
ments of the two great English- 
speaking nations. We lean from 
the recently published Blue-book, 
that wher Russia protested against 
the Younghisbind Mission — to 
Tibet, Lord Lansdowne somewhat 
bluntly “replied that it was 
beyond measure strange that 
these protests should be made by a 
Power which all over the world never 
hesitated to encroach on its neigh- 
bours. Ifthe RussianGovernmenthad 
aright to complain of Great Britain’s 
advancing in Tibet, what kind of 
language was Great Britain not en- 
titled to use concerning Russian 
encroachments on Manchuria, Turkes- 
tan, and Persia?” This is one item; 
the other is the announcement that 
Mr. Hay, the U. S. Secretary’ of| 
State, has addressed a note to the 
Powers asking if they are willing to 
join in a representation to Russia 
‘and Japan, “that during the hostili- 
ties, and thereafter (the italics are 
ours), the neutrality and integrity of 
China must be recognised.” Now, 
one of Japan's reasons for her rupture 
of relations with Russia is that the 
latter Power declined to join in a 
mutual engagement to preserve the 
integrity of China,

Psnareusts will be interested to 
know that a new issue of Russian stamps 
with the China transcription is now in 
circulation. The denominations are 20 
and 50 kopecks and one rouble. Besides 
these there is a new design of three and 
four kopeck postcards, and letter cards of 
seven and a half and ten and a half 
kopecks. The dollar is accepted at the 
Russian P. O. as the equivalent of a 
rouble. 

In spite of the excitement caused in 
the Settlements by the news of naval 
engagements between Japan and Russia 
and of the Japanese snccesses, the news 
that Rudolf Schwind, who was awaiting 
trial in connection with alleged frauds on 
the Russo-Chinese Bank, had broken gaol 
aroused considerable interest. Schwind was 
confined in a cell in the hospital-ward of 
the British Consular Gaol, and should have 
appeared at the German Consular Court 
this morning to answer the charges which 
have been brought against him. When 
his cell was visited at seven o'clock on 
Wednesday morning it was found that the 
prisoner had escaped. The window bars 
had been filed through from the outside 
and this, as far as could be judged, must 
have been the work of an expert 
mechanic. There were also footprints 
of india-rubber shoes on the 
beneath the window. The prisoner had 
to cross some corrugated iron roofs and 
a 15 ft. wall ere he left prison territory. 
He is supposed to have escaped 
between the hours of eleven p.m. on 
Tuesday and six o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. A-warrant has been issued and a 
liberal reward offered, but there is as 
yet no trace of the missing man,

Rents are dear in Shanghai. There is 
no doubt of that. There is no donbt, 
either, that by the wage and salary 
earning classes, the costly rate of house- 
rent here is a matter tliat compels recogni- 
tion. In the case of one of our con- 
tributors, whose complaint we publish in 
another place, we are informed that there 
have been, during his tenancy, threo al- 
terations in the amount of rent payable, 
and that each change made a very appreci- 
able demand upon his financial surplus. 
We notice a tendency to inconsequence 
in the arguments adduced, and the 
genuine feeling underlying them makes 
us uncertain whether the decrees pro- 
mulgated by “the Great Majority” are 
meant humorously, or whether the ten- 
ants, leaseholders, and rent-payers of 
Shanghai are seriously advised to rise’ in 
their might, and .emulate the apiarian 
treatment of the drones. ‘The “Groat 
Majority” phrase, by the way—is it well 
chosen? Surely it is usually meant to 
refer to another class of tenants, that non- 
protestant army of people who hold in 
erpetual frechold tenure small oblong 
plots of land. Nicht wahr? ‘There is 
something to be said, too, in just resent- 
ment against the enjoyment of unearned 
increment by-those who dwell in ease at 
home, swelling their already large returns 
by additional taxation upon the toiling 
exiles who, by ‘their mere congregation, 
have increased the value of the property. 
Tt has at the same time to be frankly 
admitted that, putting ourselves in their 
places, we should probably expect 
the current local rates of interest 
from our property. ‘The benevolent 
socialistic legislation referred to by our 
contributor is coming more and more into 
vogue elsewhere, where similar conditions 
have notoriously prevailed, but it is a 
question not easy of settlement, It may 
be pointed out, further, that the rent- 
payers themselves are to some extent 
responsible for the artificial and un- 
reasonable dearness of — house-rent. 
House-rents in Japanese foreign sottle- 
ments have experienced a decided fall, 
just as at one time they went abnormally 
high. ‘The landlord and his agent do not 
really exact these high rents, although 
they accept them. ‘They take what the 
tenant is willing unwillingly to pay! At 
present there are two courses open to 
the burdened rent-payers. They may 
“grin and pay it,” or they may sock 
fresh pastures that are cheap a8 new. 
Asa practical issue, for those unwilling 
either to grin or go, why not take steps 
to form a “ Rent-Payers’ Association” ?

Onr telegrams from Tokio during 
the st few weeks will have pre- 
pared our readers for the news which 
we publish this morning, that Japan 
notified Russia yesterday morning 
that she was compelled by Russia's 
reply to break off relations. It is 
further reported that Mr. Kurino, 
the Japanese Minister to Russia, has 
been recalled, and that Baron Rosen, 
the Russian Minister to Japan, and 
the Russian Consul-General at Yo- 
kohama, leave that port on Fridayuext 
in the French mail steamer Yarra. 
Japan has acted with the scrupu- 
lous correctness she endeavours to 
make her rule of conduct ; she has 
known for more than a week, as our 
readers also know, that the terms 
of Russia's reply would be such as 
she could not possibly accept ; but 
she has, n-vertheless, borne with 
Russia’s studied procrastination most 
patiently, and has awaited the formal 
presentation of Russia’s reply before 
meking her formal declaration. She 
is fighting for the integrity of China, 
which Russin hes solemnly engaged 
not long ago to respect. It suits 
Russia now to avow that she cannot 
bind herself to respect this integrity, 
and Japan has no alternative but 
to hand his passports to Baron 
Rosen. It will be learnt from one 
of the many Reuter’s telegrams that 
we print this morning, that Russia 
hus made another attempt to gain 
time, in the hope that “Japan i 
animated by the same peaceful senti 
ments as Russia.” the time being 
used, and the peaceful sentimeuts 
displayed, in the constant dispatch of 
reinforcements to Viceroy Alexeieff. 
It is only to be hoped that Jupan has| 
not allowed herself to be deluded too 
much already by Russia’s protesta- 
tions. Japan has at last thrown 
down her glove, and she has the 
hearty sympathy of the English- 
speaking nations with her. It is not 
likely that she will delay long be- 
fore striking, and when she does: 
strike, she will show that western} 
civilisntion has not impaired the 
old martial spirit of the samurai.| 

We have so far regarded the pre-! 
sent determination of the Chinese Go- 
vernment to preserve a strict neutra- 
lity in the conflict between Japan and 
Russia asa master-stroke of Japanese 
diplomacy at Peking; but there are 
hints that so far from this being 
displeasiny to Russia, her Minister’ 
at Peking has been secretly working 
to get China. not merely to be 
niutral, but. to actively join Japan, 
as HE Na Tung, the Viceroy Yuan- 
Shi-kai, and the enlightened, party 
leaders are supposed to bie anxious 









fear of the assistance China may be 
able to give to Japan, wiile it would 
give her the required excuse for 
seizing Chinwangtao, the Peking- 
Shanhaikuan railway, and the capital 
itself. It has been confidently ex- 
pected by the Chinese for some 
months that Russia will seize the 
portion of the railway outside 
the Wall, that is, from Shanhai- 
kuan to Hsinmintun and New- 
chwang, and she has already been 
moving troops over it. She is 
very anxious to get Chinwangtao as 
the most convenient, in fact the 
only practicable, port for landing 
troops and supplies in the winter on 
the Liaotung Gulf, but she has no 
exeuse for doing it as long as China 
is not her open enemy; and there 
is another difficulty, which is, that 
the Peking-Shanhaikuan railway and 
the port of Chinwangtao are under 
British protection. The intended 
dispatch to Chinwangtao of seventy 
men of the Sherwood Foresters is} 
doubtless intended to remind Russia ) 
of this important fact. Such a haud- 
ful of troops as this would, of course, 
be unable to forcibly oppose a 
Russian attack; but they are 
quite enough | as a__ warning 
that a violation of ihe British pro- 
tected railway and harbour means a 
war with Great Britain, in default. of 
an adequate explanation. It is a 
practical ery of “Hands off!” It is 
a warning given in al! kindness, for 
it is incredible thar Russia could 
really sontermplete with equanimity 
a rupture with Great Britain at the 
present moment. : 

It is hardly probable that Russia 
is hoping that by bringing China 
into the fray she can call France to 
her assistance. ‘The excellent rela- 
tions that uow exist, and we trust 
always will exist in the future, 
between France and Great Britain 
make it probable that France would 
require strong compulsion to take 
Russia’s side against Japan, if that 
meant, as it would, that she would 
also have to take Russia's side 
against Great Britain. We may 
be quite sure that there is an under- 
standing between France and Great 
Britain that neither shall enter the 
lists; aud that China in declaring 
recently her intention to be neutral, 
was acting under Sir Ernest Satoiv’s 
advice, and will continue to look to 
him for counsel. Russia will, of 
course, represent to the Powers that 
Tapan'has forced her into war; but 
the dispassionate student of the 
history of the last eight years will 
certainly conclude that Russia is the 
real aggressor, and has only herself 
to blame for the check she is about 
to receive. Her object has been to 
weaken and divide China and over- 
come Japan, but the war she has 
brought on will consolidate China 
and make Japan’s.claim unimpeach- 
able to the regard dde to a first rate

‘THE January issue of the journal 
with which the American Association 
here keeps its members regularly in- 
formed of what its committee is 
doing, opens with a brief Editorial 
Note calling the attention of the 
mewbers to what has been done “ in 
the endeavour to forward what ap- 

ared for the benefit of American 
interests in the Orient. It is with 
satisfaction,” the committee say, “that 
they have seen some things accom: 
plished, and it is with hope that they 
look forward that other things out- 
lined may in due time have successful 
fulfilment—the duty ofall being ever 
to direct a watchful attention to tne 
situation, ‘Lhe past: year has seen 
some steps t ren by the government 
of China in the direction of reform 
and, while still moving in uncertainty, 
the fact remains that efforts being 
mate indicaté advance in the right 


8 | direction. These efforts, we are ready 


to believe, are the first impulses of a 
régressive energy which will ‘break 
town useless barriers of old custom, 
and will foree the development of 
ideas and methods, to result in mate- 
rial and national prosperity for this 
great country.” It isa great thing 
for China tha’ the two great English- 
speaking nations are working toge- 
ther in this direction; that the 
Forcign Office at London and the De- 
partment of State at Washington are 
completely at oue in desiring the 
maintenance of the independence and 
integrity of China, and her progress 
without which it is almost hopeless to 
expect that she can maintain her in- 
dependence and integrity; and ib is 
because Japan is known to be work- 
ing with the same desire that she has 
the moral support now of Great 
Britain and the United States. 

The second note refers to the 
banquet given to the U. S. Treaty 
Commissioners on the 22nd of October 
last, a fa!l report of which is printed 
later. Mr. L-avenworth, ‘he able 
Editor of the “Journal,” mentions 
that, as we said at the time, the 
theory underlying the treaty is the 
principle that als» actuated Sir James 
Mackay, that the prosperity of foreign 
trade here is bound up with the 
prosperity of China, and that a one- 
sided treaty would do no good 
to anyone. ‘The unprecedentedly 
prompt ratification by the Senate is 
regarded as a sign that the U. 8. 
treaty is looked upon as a success in 
the States. 

In his note on the Sitnation, Mr. 
Leavenworth rightly argues that the 
fate of Manchuria, not of Corea, is the 
crucial question. “For as Manchuria 








goes, so in all probability goes the 
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whole Chinese Empire. If we wish 
to see the empire divided into zones 
surrounded by the prohibitive tarifls 
of Foreign Powers, then the loss of 
Manchuria will hasten that solution 
in a speedy way by the force of 
precedents.” On the other hand, if 
we work to preserve the integrity 
and promote the growth of reform 
and enlightenment in China, the 
Open Door may be maintained, with 
an equal chance for everybody. There 
is no doubt that China is stirring and 
a public opinion such as never existed 
before is being aroused. “Anti-foreign 
feeling... seems to be dir.cted 
now not against all foreigners but 
against these who are marauders on 
China's sovereign rights... It is 
doubtful if China can be prevented 
by any likely combination of Foreign 
Powers from trying to use force to 
protect her own territory.”. 

After a notice of the visit to Shang- 
hai of Professor Jenks and Secretary 
Taft, we come to the banquet. The 

thes made are, for the first time, 
ublished in ewtenso, ‘The Chairman, 
ir, Murray Warner, made a very 
jod address in proposing the toast 
of “The Commissioners,” in which 
he gave a sketch of the difficulties 
of treaty-making, “against the left- 
minded reasoning of the Chinese 
Commissioners,” and said: “We may 
not have secured all that we desired, 
but we have secured much more than 
we had before, and much that we 
hoped for but did not expect, and we 
who benefit by this treaty are to be 
congratulated that our country was 
able to secure the services of such 
men to negotiate this delicate busi- 
ness.” Mr, Goodnow, in the enforced 
absence of Mr. Conger, the US. 
Minister, made an able reply explain- 
ing what has been gained by the 
new treaty, dwelling on the point 
that the great object of the Commis- 
sioners was to secure a treaty that 
should be fair to the United States, 
fair to China, and fair to the people 
of the world. In speaking of the 
increase of the import duty to ten 
per cent, he said: “I will grant that 
this extra duty appears hard on 
Shanghai immediately, but not in 
the long run. The development of 
China means the development of 
Shanghai. The more prosperous you 
make the interior of China, the more 
prosper you make Shanghai,” and 
e added that “if the transit tax is 
abolished, and there is free trade 
throughout China, we are paying a 
very small price for it when we pay 
ten per cent import duty,” The other 
speeches were quite suitable to the 
occasion, which Mr. Leavenworth 
calls a “memorable” one, as it ccr- 
tainly was. 

The report of the annual meeting 
of the Association, which is given, has 
already appeared in our columns. 
Some interesting correspondence fol- 
lows, closed by an amusing note from 
Mr, Conger, It appears that this

Association wrote to the American 


Asiatic Association at New York, 
proposing that the U. S. Consul- 
General should be empowered to 
relieve the U.S. Legation of the task 
of issuing passports to American 
citizens desiring to travel in Man- 
churia and beyond, a very desirable 
facility, and sent a copy of the letter 
to Mr. Conger, “understanding that 
it is in harmony with your views 
upon the subject.” To which Mr.

Our correspondent at Tokio has 
sent us by telegraph the text of 
the communiqué from the Japan se 


Foreign Office. Temperate, well- 
reasoned, free from all bombast or 
rhetorical exaggeration, and putting 
all the points on which Japan relies 
for the world’s approval of the course 
she has taken clearly and incisively, 
it is a model State paper, and may 
well be left to speak for itself. It is 
as follows :— 

“The maintenance of the inde- 
pendence and integrity of Corea, and 
the protection of her paramount in- 
terests therein, being indispensable 
to the welfare and safety of Japan, 
the ‘Tokio government found it im- 

ible to view with indifference any 
action endangering the position of 
Corea. 

“Whereas Russia, notwithstanding 
her solemn treaty with China and 
her repeated assurances, not only 
continued her occupation of Man- 
churia, but had taken aggressive 
measures against Corean territory; 
and should Manchuria be annexed by 
Russia, the independerce of Corea 
would be impossible : 

“Japan being desirons of securing 
the’ permanent peace of the Far East 
by direct negotiations, communicated 
this desire to Russia at the end of 
Taly last, 

“Tkereto Russia expressed her 
willing assent, and accordingly on 
the 12th of August last, the Japanese 
Representative at St. Petcrsburg 
presented to Russia the following 
bases of an agreement: 

“First, a mutual engagement to 
preserve the independence and in- 
tegrity of China and Corea. 

“Second, a mutual engagement to 
allow equal th 
try of the people 
of all nations in China and Corea, 














“Third, the reciprocal recognition 
of Japan's preponderating interests 
in Corea, and Russia’s special in- 
terests in railway enterprises in 
Manchuria, with ‘a mutual recog- 
nition of the respective rights of 
Japan and Russia to take the 
measures necessary for the protection 
of the afore-mentioned interests, so 
far as practicable without infringing 
the principle laid down in the first 
article. 

“Fourth, Russia's recognition of 
Japan's exclusive right to give advice 
and assistance to Corea for the pro- 
motion in that country of reform 
and good government. 

“Fifth, an engagement by Russia 
not to obstruct the eventual exten- 
sion of the Corean railway into 
Southern Manchuria, to connect with 
the Chinese Easiern lines outside 
the Wall. 

“ Japan originally desired that the 
venue of the negotiations should be 
St. Petersburg, but Russia having 
absolutely refused this, on the pretext, 
among others, of the Czar’s trip 
abroad, Japan reluctantly consented 
to negotiate at Tokio. 

“Russia’s counter-proposals were 
not made until the 3rd of October, 
Russia therein declining to engage 
to respect the sovereignty and 
integrity of China, or to accept the 
stipw ation for equal con:mercial and 
industrial opportunities in China, 

“Russia also requested Japan to 
declare Manchuria and its littoral as’ 
being entirely outside her sphere of 
interest. 

“Russia further put several re- 
strictions upon Japan's freedom of 
action in Corea. For instance, while 
recognising Japan's right to dispatch 
troops when necessary, Russia refused 
to allow Japan to use any portion of 
Corean territory for strategical pur- 
poses. Russia also actually proposed 
the creation of a neutral zone in 
Corea north of the 39th parallel of 
latitude. 

“Japan utterly failed to see why 
Russia, who disclaimed any intention , 
to absorb Manchuria, should be dis- 
inclined to stipulate for the suver- 
eignty and integrity of China in 
Manchuria. Furthermore, this re- 
fusal of Russia impressed Japan all 
the more with the necessity for the 
insertion of a binding clause to that 
effect. 

“Accordingly, Japan proposed 
amendments to Russia’s counter-pro- 
posals, and further proposed that if a 
neutral zone were established, it 
should cover both sides of the boun- 
dary between Manchuria and Corea 
for an equal width of, say, fifty kilo- 
metres (thirty miles). 

~After repeated discussions at 
Tokio, Japan finally presented to 
Russia her definite amendments 
on the 30th of October. Subse- 
juently Japan frequently demanded 
Russia’s answer, which only arrived 
on the 11th of December, and in it 
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Russia suppressed the clauses relating 
to Manchuria, making the proposed 
convention entirely Corean, and re- 
peating the original demand regard- 
ing Japan’s non-employment of 
Corean territory for strategical pur- 
poses, and the neutral zone proposal ; 
but the exclusion of Manchuria being 
contrary to the original object of the 
negotiations, Japan asked Russia to 
reconsider and remove the restriction 
regarding the use of Corean territory, 
andurged the entire suppression of the 
neutral zone proposed, on the ground 
that if Russia opposed its establish- 
ment in Manchuria, there was no 
reason for establishing it in Corea. 

“ Russia’s last reply reached Tokio 
on the 6th of January, and in this 
Russia proposed to agree to insert a 
clause to the effect that Japan would 
recognise Manchuria and its littoral 
as being outside her sphere of in- 
terest, while Russia within the limits 
of that province will not impede 
Japan or other Powers in the enjoy- 
ment of any ‘rights or privileges 
acquired under existing treaties with 
China, exclusive of the establishment 
of Foreign Settlements; but Russia 
contended that this could only be 
agreed upon on the condition that 
the clauses were maintained regard- 
ing the Corean neutral zone, ani the 
non-employment: by Japan of Corean 
territory for strategical purposes. 
Russia again failed to mention the 
integrity and sovereignty ot China 
in Manchuria 

“Such an agreement would be 
practically valueless without definite 
stipulations regarding the territorial 
integrity of Manchuria, since treaty 
rights being only co-existent with so- 
vereignty, the eventual absorption of 
Manchuria by Russia would annul at 
once the treaty rights and interests of 
the Powers. ‘Therefore Japan deem- 
ed it indispensable to obtain Russin’s 
agreement to the territorial integrity 
of Manchwia, and the decided 
suppression of the restriction on 
the establishment of Settleme sts, 
as this restriction conflicts with the 
new commercial treaty between 
Japan and China, Japan further 
decided as regsrds Corea to adhere to 
her afore-mentioned amendments as 
there absolutely existed no room for 
concession on these lin s. 

“Japan renewed on the 13th of 
January her requ st to Russia to 
reconsider the whole questios ; she 
has since frequently demanded a 
reply, but Russia has not only not 
replied, but has not indicat d any 
date when she will reply. 

“Japan has throughout been, ac- 
tuated by principles ‘of mo‘leration 
and impart iality, and has demanded 
from Russit no more than her re 
cogni ion uf principles which Russia 
his repeatedly and vo'untarily pledg- 
ed herse f to observ 

« Russ‘a while she has persistently 
refused to accede to Japan's demands, 
and while she has on the one han 
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been unduly delaying her rep'ies, has 
on the other hand been increasing 
her military and naval preparations, 
large Russian forces actually now 
making their appearance on the 
Corean frontiers. Ex 
“Japan, while sincerely aspiring 
for peace, has been exercising the 
utmost patience, but is now reluc- 
tently compelled by Russia's action 
to give.up all hopes of reconciliation, 
and break off the negotiations.” 
One point especially tobe noted in 
this is that, despite all the telegrams 
to the contrary, the final Russian 
reply, if ithas reached Viceroy. 4 
it has never been delivered at 
Tokio. Japan is now engaged ina 
tremendous struggle, in which she is 
fighting the battle of all the Powers 
whose professions to desire the inde- 
pendence and integiity of China and 
Corea are sincere, and -she will have 
their sympathy and moral support in 
the task she has undertaken. so 
bravely, and on h-r success in. which 
her continued existence as a leading 
Power in Asia depends. 














THE WAR: IN 
HISTORY. 


1th Februnry. 

WE cannot wonder that political 
observers on the Continent of Europe 
have refused to believe that Russia 
and Japan would draw the sword. 
Japan has a formidable fleet: Rus- 
sia’s plans in the Far East would 
be dislocated and her moral and 
material losses enormous if she were 
crushed at sea by Japan, to say the 
least, a possible event: Russia was 
thought too astute to allow war to be 
forced upon her at an inconvenient 
time. Again, the immense weight 
of Russia lies heavy on continental 
Europe, the chance of her enmity 
has been for years a nightmare to 
the Cabinets of Austria and Prussia; 
for she has in Europe huge power of| 
offence, and to invade her in turn 
has been to court destruction. Since 
Poter the Great defeated Charles XII 


Sweden, her rival in the North, was 
destroyed, Russia has annexed terri- 
tory from every one of her unfor- 
tnnate neighbours, Sweden, Poland, 
Tarkey, Persia, Northern Manchuria, 
Khiva, and Turkestan have so suffered 
at her hands that she now rules a 
continuous territory covering one- 
seventh of the land surface of the 
globe. Would it not be madness for 
Japan to defy such an adversary and 
has not Japan great self-control? No 
wonder, then, that Continental 
political observers thought there 
would not be war. 

But we know now that. war has 
not been averted; and we believe 
n spite of Russia's record in the 
past, and prestige in the present, that

Japan may win, provided she can find | 
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Her armed firces are known to be 
well-organised ; while one cannot but 
doubt whether the elaborate organisa- 
tion necessary to the intricate opera- 
tions of a combined land and sea 
war is possible with men who are 
as lax in their moral standard as the 
Russian ruling classes are reported 
to be. If Japan shows the same 
combination of daring and caution 
as she did against the Chinese fleet 
in 1894, she may well win command 
of the sea; she might cut the 
Siberian railway; and deal with the 
Russian force in Suuthern Man: 
churia at her leisure. 

If Russia prove successful, as she 
has so long done with all her neigh- 
bours, the. war will take its place 
with other Russian wars of aggression 
and soon be forgotten; but should 
the God of Battles favour Japan, 
this war may be destined to become 
a decisive turning-point in history, 
and go down to posterity like 
Marathon, Chalons, or Tours, be- 
cause an Oriental people will at last ~ 
have stood: at bay to the Occident, 
because the wave of Western do- 
minion over the East which began 
when Persia was defeated by Athens 
will have been checked. And it is 
curious to reflect that West and East 
have changed parts: Japan plays the 
part of Athens at Marathon and 
fights for free institutions, while 
Russia takes the Asiatic rdle and 
fights for despotism and degradation. 
1 war always resulted in the victory 
of the better moral ideal—as it no 
doubt does in the long run if sufficient 
masses of men and periods of time 
be regarded—who could doubt the 
result? But who will dare to pro- 
phesy which event would be better 
for the future of the world, the vietory 
or defeat of Japan? Iv certainly 
seems that, if, as we were taught at 
school, the victory of Athens over 
Persia was a lasting benefit to the 
human race because it was the victory 
of free institutions over despotism, 
the same ought to be true of the 
brave people who have taken up the 
sword in the same cause.

Affairs in Chenchou ana the surrount 
ing country remain quiet and undi 
turbed. ‘The War scare reached the city 
in the form of an official announcement 
and some of the head men of the city 
seemed to be scared a good deal. 
the oldest residents having read the news 
from the “Wan Kwo Kung Pao” which I 
had the privilege of lending him, seemed 
to think the final break-up of China had 
come. He appeared to be much worried, 
even going 80 far as to express the desi 
that we protect him if anything should 
happen. However this little scare did 
not sullice to change things materially. 
We donot worry for we three times 
daily hear the bugle and the drum 
calling the Chenchou braves to drill. 
Foreign drill has been practised here for 
some time, so that the drummers and 
buglers at loast seem quite proficient and 
from the soldierly appearance of most of 
the men I judge the drill is making good 
soldiers. We visited the barracks the 
other day and found really a large en- 
campment. 


Unpardonable Actions, 

Tho military official is a man of a 
soldierly appearance, and one who seem- 
ingly understands his business.

A Notorious Squeeze. 

Our local gossips have been for four 
years talking about a peculiar caso of 
squeezing which seems now on the point 
of final settlement. ‘Two _ brothers, 





natives of our city, developed decided

fomaily, was poor, and. they. thea 
seemed to lack ‘ambition in life. 
yowiger finally procured a yamén posi- 
tion, and gradually worked “himself up, 
till as a small muitary official he began 
to accumulate riches. ‘The elder brother 
was envious, and called in the assistance 
of another military official to make hie 
more fortunate relative disgorge. In 
1899 the younger brother came home on 
avisit. One day the colonel of our 
local garrison invited the rich offender to 
a feast, and placed him under guard 
in a temple. He was not to be released 
until he promised to do the square thing 
by his elder brother. Finally the cap 
tive agreed to pay 15,000 tiaos ($13,000) 
into the hands of the colonel, the same 
of course to go to the brother. He gave 
promissory notes for this amount, the 
same to bear interest at the rate of three 
cent a month. ‘The notes are now 
due, and have aii of them been paid. A 
art of the cxorbitant interest remains, 
jowever, unpaid. ‘There has been a law- 
suit over this, bt strange to say the of- 
ficial before whom it was heard did not 
quash the whole affair. Of the 15,000 
tiaos, the elder brother received only a 
paltry four or five thousand. The rest 
went into the pockets of the colonel, who 
is now a brigadier-general on the staff of 
‘HLE, Yuan Shib-k’ai. 
Crop Expectations. 
‘The prospects for winter wheat are not 
very good; there has been too little snow, 














and the wheat in consequence looks rather 


stunted. Accordingly grain has risen in 
price. Living is now a great deal higher 
than it was a year ago. Another reason 
is assigned for this advance in the price 
of grain. By some the rise is ascribed 
to the influence of the ten-cash piece. 
‘This seems very strange; but, neverthe- 
less, there is something in it. The ten- 


cash piece has almost replaced the copper | 
jeash, beloved of the Chinese; this fact 


is due not to popular recognition of the 
exceilence of the larger piece, but to.of- 
jcial proclamations and to the exporta- 
tion af the smaller cash. ‘1ne people are 
many of them still a little afraid of the 
“copper unit,” as the ten-cash piece is 
called here. "Some prefer to keep their 
grain rather than exchange it for money 
which may or may not be worth its face 

without actually having a 
depreciated currency, we are enjoying 
some of the concomitants of one. 


‘The Railway Hoped For. 

Tt is now almost six years since we 
were definitely promised a railroad. ‘These 
years we have been hoping and wait- 
ing, but without smything to en- 
courage us. Now comes a report, seem- 
ingly authentic, that work on “one” line 
will be begun soon after the Chiriese New 
Year. This railway will leave the Tsing- 
tao-Chinanfu line at Kaomi, near Kiao- 
chou.

Before the War. 

* ‘The present Cabinet has survived till 
now owing to the crisis. ‘The Emperor 
has now given them a special mandato to 
force a solution and tho Government 
have taken all necessary measures for the 
Gefrayal of a large sum. ‘The merits of 
the present Ministry will bo decidedly 
and widely recognised if it the 
better of the Russians in the field, but 
any attempt to settle the problem by 
pacific means would probably end in the 
defeat of the Ministry at once. 

The unpopularity of the Minister of 
Finance, Baron Sone, is no new develop- 
ment, but it would be unwise to depose 
him at this juncture. Counts Matsukata 
and Inouye have been exhorted by the 
Emperor to give Baron Sone disinterested 
assistance and they have willingly fallen 
in with the Imperial wishes. 

It is now confidentially stated that 
the forthcoming issue of the Exchequer 
bonds, 100,000,000 yen value, will be 
made at 95 yen and 5 percent interest for 
five years. ‘The proceeds of the enhance- 
ment of the differant taxes will be 
50,000,000 yen. 

In this connection, thereis now a growing 
belief that owing to the objections raised 
by influential sections, the Government 
mightrefrain from effecting the :increment 
of the taxes, to the whole proposed 
amount, without reference to the 
Legislature. 

The Exchequer B nds. 

The reception of Marquis Ito,. GC. B., 
Marshal Marquis Yamagata, and Count 
Matsukata, G.C.M.G., member of the Im- 
perial Household Financial Couneil, by 
the Emperor on the 28th inst. was in 
connection with the forthcoming issue of 
Exchequer bonds and the Imperial 
Household has decided to subscribe to 
the loan bonds, Also some noted former 
Daimios, such as Prince Mohri, Prince 
Shimazu and Marquis Hosokawa, are in 
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earnest to subscribe to the bonds. The 
President of the Formosan Bank, among 
other banks and institutions, has a few 
days ago wired to Tokio that on the 
occasion of the announcement several 
acs will be easily covered in the island. 
The Newspaver Gflice Raid. 

Shortly before midnight on the 2 
inst., about fifty men, apparently coolies, 
stormed the office of the “ Niroku Shin- 
po” a Tokio paper. About twenty 
of them made their way into the office by 
the rear and fifteen proceeded to the 
front office, armed with drawn swords, 
while the rest guarded the doors. They 
destroyed all the furniture and upset the 
cases of type. ‘The invasion was made 
after office hours and the staff was absent, 
with the exception of one man, who was 
slightly injured in the fracas, ‘The pro- 
prietors of tho paper allege that the 
trouble was connected with the pending 
elections and was indirectly instigated by 
the Government. ‘They complain that the 
police were perfunctory. It is noticeable 
that they get no sympathy. 
Miscellaneous. 

Tn connection with the speedy com- 
pletion of tho Seoul-Fusan Railway, Dr. 
Furuichi, President of the Company, and 
party left Tokio yesterday by tho evening 
oxpress. 

‘A senior socretary belonging to the 
Cash Department of the Bank of Japan, 
K. Totsuta by namo, committed suicide in 
his residence ou Friday morningby cutting 
his throat with a dagger. He had been 
suspected by the police of being concern- 
ed in the recent disappearance of 30,000 
yon from the Bank, and his suicide is be- 
lieved to have been committed with the 
idea of proving himself innocent.

Chamberlain's adherents appear to be 
multiplying like the proverbial mush- 
room, but there are rumours that his 
health leaves much to be desired, and a 
certain Mr. Heald who at the present 
time is making something of a name for 
himself through forecasting events by 
means of “chromoscopy” or the science 
of colour—has discovered that unless this 
statesman is “more than careful” during | 
the months of February and April the} 
task he has set himself may be left un-| 
finished. He also predicts that the, 
“alien” question will be forced to the} 
fore and one man will come out most 
prominently in the matter who at the 
present time is little known politically. 
Another great politician will also arise 
during the year who will eventually eclipse 
a Beaconsfield ora Gladstone. He is to 
be a member of the new Parliam 
‘There is to be a General Election which 
will radically change the constitution of 
the House of Commons and Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain will not be a member of the 
Cabinet. 

If Mr. Heald’s forecast for every month 
of the year is to be relied upon, the 
General Election will probably take place 
in March, as that is to be politically one 
of the most eventful months of the year, 
but for April the spectrum of the Far 
East gives war, which is to continue till 
the end of October. ‘There is to be an 
international marriage in June and a 
wonderful invention will appear during 
this month. July may witness a big 
strike and August a big financial smash. 
In October something astounding is to 
oceur which seoms to stop suddenly 
hostilities that are active, and an uncanny 
peace takes possession of the world 
generally. In November Britain's power 
and position in the world will be much 
strengthened by a striking event.

‘a quiet and restfal manner, One is glad 
to learn that the end of the year is to be 
peaceful as it appears that from March till 
November we shall be somewhat over 
full of worry and excitement.

The Terrible Tragedy in Chicago. 

‘The Christmas season, as it comes round, 
invariably seems to bring some horrible 
accident or tragedy in its train. We have 
had terrible railway accidents, disasters at 
sea, murders and suicides. ‘This year it 
is in the shape of fire that the dread 
demon has come. Not on our shores 
fortunately but none the less terrible 
Decause Chicago is the scene of the horror. 
Everyone reading of the awful fire 
which caused the death of 600 people, 
mostly women and young children, in the 
Iroquois theatre of that city last Wednes- 
day afternoon must have felt how easily 
it might have happened here. The very 
fact that the old Drury pantomime of 
“Blue Beard” was being performed at 
the time of the tragedy seems to bring it 
all, as it were, to our very doors; and 
when one considers that the Iroquois was a 
perfectly new theatre—only just onemonth 
open—with all the newest appliances 
for the extinguishing of fire, and with

Kara asks her for the 
paper he gave her and she has to confess 
that Zakicuri has it; then they know their 
ond is at hand, but before they die, Banza, 
the priest, curses Yo-San and tells her that 
even in heaven she will never see Kara 
again.

At a meeting of the Council held in the 
Board Room on Werlnesday, the 3rd of 
February, 1904, there were present: Messrs. 
WG. Bayne (Chairman), A. W. Burkill, 
H. De Gray, C. Montague Ede, D. 
Landale, A. M. Marshall, 0. Meuser, C. 
W. Wrightson, the Secretary, and the 
Assistant Secretary. 

The usual formal business is transacted. 

Electricity Department—The Council 
considers the question of the effect of the 
Ratepayers’ recent resolution in regard to 
salo of fittings upon the general business 
of the Department. “The Electrical 
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actually in hand showing that the value! 
of fittings is approximately Tis. 12,000,' 
exclusive of fans and wire. Of fans there 
are 300 of all sorts under order and about 
150 second-hand machinesbelonging to the 
Council. After the fullest consideration 
of the entire question the following deci- 
sions are recorded:— 

st—That in caso of all applications for 
installation received after this date and 
until the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers 
the Council undertake to do the wiring of 
buildings but not to sell any fittings. H 

2Qnd.—That at the Annual Meeting of 
Ratepayers 2 Resolution be submitted 
asking authority to sell by tender all the 
Couneil’s existing stock of fittings includ- 
ing fans and at the same time that the | 
Couneil’s intention be notified of continu- 
ing the business of wiring. It is consider- 
ed that such a Resolution is likely to call | 
forth an expression of opinion in regard to 
the advisability of continuing this work 
and that in the absence of an expression 
of opinion to the contrary it appears to 
the members advisable, in the interests 
of this municipal undertaking and of the | 
community’s convenience, that the work of | 
installation should be continued, inasmuch 
as thereby the consumption of light is | 
likely to be ‘increased and the product 
ultimately cheapened. 

3rd.—That the provision of fittings for 
Municipal buildings be continued by the ‘ 
Council and a stock sufiicient for that 
purpose retained.

Giferent nations of the world, ‘The 
general subject of the series for the past 
Qutumn has been the treaties that 
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various foreign governments have made 
with China. These lectures, which have 
been given every Thursday evening in 
the main hall of the Polytechnic building, 
have been attended by large numbers of 
men who have shown a deep interest in 
the subjects discussed. Often the crowd 
has been co great that there was scarcely 
standing room left for those who came a 
little late. Much useful information has 
thus been disseminated and the thanks of 
the Committee of the Polytechnic are due 
to Dr. Reid for his valuable work along 
this line. 

2.—Dr. Reid has also had charge of a 
school in the Polytechnic during the year. 
He has, of course, had entire control of 
the school, receiving the fees for tuition, 
board, ete., and paying the salaries of the 
teachers and all other expenses. The at- 
tendance during the Fall term has been 
some 45 pupils, which is a very good show- 
ing indeed. i 

'8.—The subjects for_prize essays have 
been given out montlily as heretofore. 
‘These subjects have ranged along two 
general lines, viz., literary and mathe- 
matical. The literary subjects have been 
based partly on Ohinese history and 
literature and partly on current topics, 
such as education, the progress of science, 
Western civilisation, ete., etc. . The 
mathematical subjects have embraced 
mathematical physies, surveying, astro- 
nomical calculations, analytical geometry, 
and differential calculus. ‘The responses 
to these subjects have been generally 
quite extensive, the number of essa 
-reaching from 30 or 40 to 180 for the 
month. Prizes amounting to 30 or 40 
dollars a month have been given for 
from 20 to 30 of the best essays and 

. solutions of mathematical problems. 
4.—We are glad to report that we have 
received valuable assistance in the prize 
essay department from the Taotais of 
Shanghai, Ningpo, and Tientsin, and 
Viceroy Wei Kuang-tao of Nanking. His 
Wxcellency Yuan, Taotai of Shanghai, set 
the following subjects for the Spring 
term:—“In~ all the — multitudinous 
changes and variations an the methods of 
governing the country, what methods are 
Of the first importance and what may be 
generally adopted with the least liability 
_to produce abuses?” His second subject 
was on the question of Extraterritoriality, 
a free rendering of it reads: “How can 
we so change our criminal laws as to main- 
tain our right to govern foreigners re- 
sident in China?" ~ One of the subjects 
set by the Ningpo Taotai reads as follows : 
“In the relations of China with foreign 
wountriés the advantages are said to be 
equal on both sides; how is it then that 
Chinese merchants going to foreign coun- 
tries are constantly restricted and inter- 
fered with in many ways? How can we 
best. sot forth the Treaty Rights and the 
International Law on the subject 60 as to 
- protect the merchants and assert our own 
authority?” His Excellency Viceroy Wei 
of Nanking gave as the subject for the 
Fall term: “Give the best methods of 
establishing primary scools throughout 
the whole country for the purpose of pro- 
ducing men of ability.” One of the sub- 
jects set by his Excellency Tang, the Tao- 
tai of ‘Tientsin, was: “A comparison be- 
tween the Chinese and Western methods 
of editcation, their similarities and differ- 
ences. Wherein is the one superior or 
inferior to the other?” The Shanghai 
Taotai gave $97 in prizes; the Ningpo 
- Taotai gave $78; Viceroy Wei gave $168 
and the Tientsin Taotai $194. 

5.—A number of the best essays sent 
in last year were collected together and 
published early in the present. year by a 
Chinese book shop under our direction. 
A part of this edition was given to us as 
royalty and these copies have been given 
out from time to time as prizes for essays. 











6—In accordance with the action of 
| the Committee, the charges for ground 
| rent for the Polytechnic property have 
j been increased and the collections have 
j been made on the basis of the increase 
during the past year.

An old saw says that all roads lead to 
Rome, but on Monday night it might 
truly ‘have been said that all Shanghai 
roads led Country Club-wards.

Severe Cold in Kuangsi, 

A letter from Kueilin, the capital of 
Kuangsi province, reports that a very 
severe snowstorm’ visited that part of 
the province on the 19th ultimo continu. 
ing without stopping for three days and 
nights, aggregating a fall of three feet 
of snow, ‘This was followed by sovere 
cold, the creeks and ponds ontside the city 
walls in some places being covered with 
ice several inches thick. Naturally many, 
especially amongst the poor, were lost by 
this sudden cold in warm latitudes, while 
large numbers of cattle and ponies were 
also frozen to death. 


The Crisis. 

A dispatch received at Peking from the 
Chinese Minister at Seoul reports the 
presence of large numbers of Russian 
troops in the vicinity of a place called 
Sanshuichia (Chinese pronunciation) in 
the province of Hsienchingtao (Corea :— 
Hamkeangio) in the Northern part of 
Corea. It is further reported that tho 
troops in question have been sent over 
there from Possiet Bay for strategical 
reasons.

The new Manager-Genoral of 
the China Merchants’ Co. is a very affable 
and courteous official and belongs to 
the progressive and enlightened portion 
of the mandarinate. He comes from

of the Yellow River, a post equivalent to 
the Viceroy of a province. Mr. Yang 
himself is one of several notable brothors 
also holding high positions in the Govern- 
ment, one being Provincial Treasurer of 
Chihli and another a Censor in Peking.

President of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce here. As the Shangpu intends 
to establish agencies for the encourage- 
ment of trade in this and other ports of 
the Empire, Mr. Yang, through his con- 
nection with the Shangpu, will naturally 
De put at the head of the Shanghai 
agency also.

Nanking dispatches report the arrival 
there and in the vicinity of no less than 
nine thousand five hundred newly raised 
troops, all of whom are being armed with 
modern quick-firing arms and drilled 
according to the foreign model.

WAR NEWS AND 
RUMOURS: 


10th February. 


Tho excitement in Shanghai yesterday 
morning was undoubted. Business was 
a ‘standstill, while everyone was asking 
“What's the nows?” Stories passed from 
mouth to mouth and gathered details as 
they wont. Towards noon there was the 
usual stream to the Club, but only the 
most stoically phlegmatic took their usual 
places inside; the majority were to be 
seen on the steps or against the railings 
looking with all eyes at the Russian 
gunboat Mandjour across the water. 

For indeed on Captain Crown's little 
ship there were signs of something 
portending. An ensign flew from each 
” in proper war-trim, steam was 
yetting up and presently it was seen that 
the ship was being painted black, with 
all speed. One who went on board 
brought back tidings of a feverish activity 
and of a distinet sense that strangers of 
other nationalities were no longer wel- 
come. The Mandjour, it may be 
noted, has not been out of the river since 








recent. She had not left at midnight but 
was understood to be due out early this 
morning. 


Apart from the Mandjour’s prospec- 
tive movements, interest mainly attached 
to the fate of the C. E. R.S. Mongolia, 
which left this on Sunday with the weekly 
mails for Europe vid Siberia, and a 
number of passengers, inclnding among 
others Mr. P. Varawa, the company’s 
agent, Mrs. Varawa, and their child. A 
rumour had been afloat on Monday 
evening that the Mongolia had been 
stopped by Japanese, but although such 
might well be possible, seeing that her 
times-of departure, her speed, and every 
other fact about her are well-known, the 
story did not get much credence. Yester- 
day morning, however, it revived more 
persistently. What was certain was that 
the Mongolia had not arrived at Dalny, 
where she would have been due on Mon- 
day night ort latest yesterday morning 
had she been going at full power. The 
understanding was that she would proceed 
at her fastest and her non-arrival cer- 
tainly gave colour to the rumour. So far 
as could be ascertained she had not reach- 
ed Dalny last night. 


During the morning it became known 
that hostilities had actually taken place 
at sea though the particulars were vague. 
‘There was good authority for the state- 
ment that three other of the ©. E. R. 
steamers had been boarded by the 
Japanese, namely the Moukden, the 
Shilka and the Manchuria. The latter is 
lying under repair in Nagasaki harbour 
and could not put to sea for a week in 
any case, but the captain, it is said, 
was invited to present himself to the 
Japanese authorities there. The Mouk- 
den and Shilka which were also said to be 





detained at Nagasaki were subsequently _ 


allowed to proceed. Another version of 
this story has it that the commanders of 
the three vessels have simply been 
warned not to leave that port. 


A rumour simply had it that two 
Japanese steamers hud been sunk by the 
Russians, one near Chefoo and one at 
Fusan. It will be scen that in fact the 
Japanese have captured two Russian 
men-of-war.

There is lese 
foundation for the report that the ill-fated 
ships were part of a squadron outside the 
harbour and that two others which were 
endeavouring to make their retreat 
within were sunk in the very mouth of 
the harbour. ‘The attack is’ understood 
to have been made quite unexpectedly at 
midnight. 
The disaster at Chemulpo is even more 
humiliating for Russia than at first 
appeared. ‘The Coreotz and Varyag seem 
to have been caught not by a Japanese 
squadron but by the vessels escorting the 
Japanese transports with troops for Corea. 
Having been caught, the Russians showed 
fight for thirty-five minutes, but with such 
ili-suecess that they inflicted not the 
slightest, damage on their assailants and 
in the end the Coreetz was blown up by 
the Russians themselves and the Varyag 
was followed and sunk. Tho ©. E. R. 8. 
Sungari was destroyed at the same time; 
why she was not merely made a prize is 
not very clear. 5 

News was received carly this morning 
from ‘Tientsin that the Japanese flect is 
still bombarding Port Arthur, and evi- 
dently with considerable effect. 

To complete the story of disaster, the 
fate of the C. E. R. Mongolia with the 
Siberian mails and passengers was still 
unknown. No news could be obtained of 
her at Dalny, Chefoo or Nagasaki; there 
was an unconfirmed report to the effect 
that, she had been taken to Saseho.

Nearly every weapon, except the 
torpedo, has demonstrated its use or 
otherwise in actual warfare, and the 
present war will therefore be watched 
with keen interest on this account. We 
know the exact penetrating power of 
various shells, and the use of the ram was 
shown only too well when the Camper- 
down van into the Vietoria. ‘The torpedo 
has not, however, up to now had a fair 
trial, and although its possibilities have 
been recognised by all naval powers it has 
often been said that its value has been 
overestimated. Itis truo that the torpedo 
is such a delicate piece of mechanism 
that a slight fault in the adjustment of 
its machinery will cause it to behave in 
an extremely erratic manner, but when 
three of the best of Russia's navy have 
been put out of action by these dreadful 
little weapons it will be recognised that 
sea power does not consist in having 
numerous monster ships. 

The Retvizan was built at Philadelphia, 
and was launched in 1900. Her length 
is 976 ft., beam 72 ft.; and she has a dis- 
placement of 12,700 tons. With forced 
draught she can steam at 18 knots, 
and she is heavily armoured from stem 
to stern. Her armament consists of 4 12- 
in, guns;12 6-in.; 20 12-pdrs.; 2 6-pdrs.; 20 
3-pdrs; 6-1 pars ; four submerged and two 
above water torpedo tubes. ‘Two second 
class torpedo boats are carried and the 
crew consists of about 750 men. 

Tho Tsarevitch is a slightly bigger ship, 
hor displacement being 13,110 tons. Her 
measurements are—length 388 ft,; beam 
7) ft. Gins.; mean draught 26 ft. 3 ins. 
She also does 18 knots, and her armament 
is almost identical with that of the 
Rotvizan, 

The Pallada is a Commerce Destroyer 
of 6,630 tons’ displacement. Her speed 
is 20 knots, and her armament consists 
of :—8 6-in. guns; 22 12-pdrs.; 8 smaller 
Q. F. and machine guns, and 4 above- 
water torpedo tubes. 

In these three ships the Russians have 
lost some of their best vessels. A torpedo 
attack is always demoralising. and when 
several boats take part in it, confusion is 
almost bound to result and the boats thus 
get near enough to fire their torpedoes. 
In this case it is probable that the Ja- 
panese torpedo boats got among the war 
Yessels before they were discovered and 
that the Russians were afraid that if they 
fired they would hit some of their own 
ships. 
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A REMARKABLE 
ELOCUTIONIST. 


Except in the gallery, which was closed 
for the occasion, practically every seat 
in the Lyceum’ Theatre was occupied 
when Mr. Hannibal Williams came on the 
stage on ‘Thursday evening to undertake 
the arduous task of reciting a great part 
of Shakespeare’s tragedy of ‘Julius 
Cusar.” It is a remarkable feat for a 
single reciter, with no aid from costume 
or scenery, to hold a large audience in 
complete subjection to his voice for near- 
ly two hours, but this feat Mr. Williams 
performed with complete success. For 
the experiment, “ Julius Cesar” is by no 
means the best play that could be so- 
lected. ‘There are practically only four 
characters in it, Owsar, Antony, Brutus, 
and Cassius; and of these four, Cesar 
disappears before Antony comes on. 
‘There is no love interest whatever, and 
only a shred of comic relief; and grand 
as the language constantly ‘is, there is 
always the fear of monotony. Mr. Wil- 
iams's success is therefore the more to 
be admired. He has an absolutely per- 
fect memory, a very audible voice with 
an easy delivery, a perfect comprehen- 
sion of the poet’s intention, with a suf- 
ficient power of differentiating the 
speakers in dialogue. Mr. Williams is 
very quiet and restrained, relying little 
on’ gesture, and not often attempt- 
Antony’s address in the Forum, 
he was impressive without ever de- 
generating into rant; so impressive and 
so peewee that it was to sym- 
pati 








ise with the fickleness of the Roman 
plebs, painted as it is with such consum- 
mate art by Shakespeare. The soliloquies 
of Brutus were given with good effect as 
were the duologues between Brutus and 
Cassius; there are so few living actors, 
except on country circuits, who have 
ever learnt to deliver blank verse, that 
this power alone made it a treat to hear 
a master of this vanishing art. 

Tt was, of course only a portion of the 
tragedy that Mr. Williams could give in 
the time allotted, even though he had no 
interval for rest." He prefaced his recital 
with a short sketch of the history of 
Rome designed to show how it was that 
the good Bratus was brought to be- 
lieve that murder was justifiable when 
the victim had aspirations of making 
himself King. There was some im- 
patience among a portion of the 
audience during this introduction. No 
doubt those who were impatient knew 
already what Mr. Williams was telling 
them ; but there were many in the theatre 
to whom this little explanation was wel 
No better proof of Mr. Williams's 
i success could be asked for than the fact 
that he was listened to in absolute 
silence as soon as he began the play 
itself, with bursts of applause when the 
pauses permitted such an expression of 
the appreciation of his audience. The 
appearance of Mrs. Williams next Wednes- 
day is now awaited with eagerness;

ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE, 
JESSFIELD. 


Commencement Day. 

On Thursday (4th) afternoon, one of the 
first fine Spring afternoons we have had, 
four companies of very smart Chinese boys 
paraded, marched, and countermarched on 
the lawn of St. John’s College, Shanghai. 
They were officered by older boys, like- 
wise remarkably smart, and whatever 
Commander Mahan, of the U. 8. navy, 
thonght as Inspecting Officer, there is no 
doubt whatever that the discipline and 
drill of those boys was remarkably good. 
A small fife and kettledrum band helped 
to expedite the evolutions, and until our 
Volunteers have marched to “ Weel may 
the Keel row” played by Chinese students, 
they cannot be said to have plumbed the 
depths of military experience. ‘The grin- 
ning young sentries who, with fixed 
bayonets, tried to make “the bounds of 
freedom wider yet,” were the only fea- 
tures not strictly up to Aldershot standard. 

Afterwards, in the General Assembly 
Hall of the Collego, there were some in- 
toresting literary exercises, by graduates, 
and addresses ‘by interested foreigners. 
The Rt. Rev. Bishop Graves, D. D., 
opened the proceedings with prayer. 
‘The Rev. Dr. Hawks Pott presided. Mr. 
K. Z. Li was the first exhibiting graduate. 
He read an essay, in English, entitled 
“The need of training schools for teachers 
in China.” It was a marvel of composi- 
tion, presuming it to be the unassisted 
work of the graduate named. ‘The oxtens- 
ive vocabulary, the idioms, the polished 
periods, the expressive rendering, would 
have been a credit to many a graduate 
at Home. If the thoughts and ideas 
contained betrayed their foreign origin, 
it is no matter for surprise. Thero 
is room for suspicion that exhibition 
references to Alma Mater at Homo 
are sometimes more polite than heart- 
felt, more conventional than sincere, 
Trained toachers, the essayist suggested, 
were needed to save China from partition 
and ultimate ruin. ‘The ranks of China’s 
teachers were mostly filled with the weary 
and unfortunate, with people who, unable 
longer to earn’a living elsewhero, had 
taken refuge therein. In China, tho 
merit of a teacher was gauged by the 
amount of noise he could make his 
students utter. ‘The essayist made fun of 
the Analectic saying “In the beginning, 
he inclination of mia was to the Goods? 
which, he said, was the first item in the 
books for five and six year old children. 
How could they be expected to understand 
such a saying, when even adults would 
have difficulty to prove it? ‘The essayist 
had evidently been told that the memoris- 
ing method was peculiar to his own land ; 
and not that Western children learn much 
from adagey tabloids of philosophy. ‘The 
several lines of the multiplication tables 
are merely so many mathematical analects. 
That, however, in passing. The young 
gentleman was on safe ground when he 
complained of the neglect of physical 
culture by Chinese educators. 

‘The next essay, by Mr. Z. Z. Zi, was in 
Chinese, and its subject was Chinese 
Education. Compared with a subsequent 
address in Chinese bya foreigner, the Rev. 
J. L. Rees (author of the best Universal 
History published in Chinese), it was re- 
markable for its sibilance. Half the 
syllables seemed to include an “ess”, and 
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half the remainder a “zed”. ‘This was not 
noticeable in the speech by Mr. Rees—a 
difference of dialect, perhaps. 

Decidedly the most interesting was the 
essay in English by Mr. Z F. Ling, 
on“ International Brotherhood.” Ling the 
Idealist was a young Chinese gentleman, 
remarkably conversant with refined 
English, language, and thought. Sitting 
under him, thinking of what the morrow 
might bring forth, as the result of 
the practical pessimism of Russia, Japan, 
England, America, and the other Powers, 
it was pathetic in the extreme to hear him 
announce that in the last hundred years 
# tendency towards the unification of the 
human race was general and noticeable! 
‘The earth, he epigrammatically remarked, 
had grown less in extension, but greater 
in intention. Egotism was vanishing, 
altruism growing in power and influence. 
‘That mankind was beginning to respect 
all religions, was a statement more 
gratifying than convincing ; that there was 
no antipathy, but rather a close relatio 
ship, between Confucianism and Christi- 
anity, a saying scarcely borne out by 
memory of recent history. The forma- 
tion of the Hague Tribunal of Arbitration 
was a pleasing symptom of man’s well- 
meaning. Mr. Ling described it as a 
“triumphant evidence” of the truth of 
his thesis, Later on, it became apparent 
that the Idealist had not ignored the 
need of some compromise, that the galling 











necessity of occasional —genufloxions 
in the Honse of Rimmon had been 
forced upon’ him. He said in 


cases where a country disowned hon- 
our and disregarded reason, (he must 
have beon studying editorial’ comments 
on Russia), it was permissible and right 
for others to enforce discipline. Some- 
times the best way to do away with war 
was to engage in it,—a paradox surely 
controvertible by analogy,—the best way 
to eradicate sin being—to sin! Headmitted 
towards the close of a clever essay, and in 
violence to his diagnosis of the trend of 
the ultimate cycle, that the world was 
not quite ready yet for arbitration and 
altruism. Which, of course, left us “as 
we were.” 

‘Then followed addresses by Mr. Rei 
already montioned, and Mr. F. 8. Broo! 
man. The diplomas, certificates, rolls 
of honour, shield for the drill competition, 
and medals were presented, after which 
there was a well-attended reception at the 
residence of the Bishop.

|south. ‘Two passenger lifts beside stair- 
ways gave easy access to the most remote ; 
8 lift ensures obvious conveni- 
ences ; the fire ladders, plainly indicated 
by direction notices, and hose appliances 
are handy for contingencies. 

Comforts are the consequences of 
preparations elsewhere and a stroll 
through the lower regions of the hotel 
reveals how complete those preparations 
are. Four great Crossley gas engines, 
‘working in turns of two at a time, drive 
the electrical machinery which lights the 
whole place, warms it with hot air, works 
ithe lift and makes the ice. There is a 
cavernous ice-chamber for storing meat 
and game at all seasons of the year ; the 
kitchen is vast and spotlessly clean, with 
the latest appliances for good cooking 
and table service. There is also a car- 
penter and odd man’s shop on the pre- 














ses. 
As already stated, it will not be long 
before the older part of the hotel, which 
has been a picturesque feature on the 
Hongkew front for so long, will be pulled 
down. It is good news to know that the 
picturesqueness will not altogether dis- 
appear; a new domed hall, with private 
dining ‘rooms round the dome, and a 
courtyard surrounded by the public rooms 
and offices, will succeed to accommodation 
which has now been outgrown.

THE TAHUNG MARU. 


The O. S._K. 8. Tahung Maru, which 
was brought down from Wuhu by the s.s. 
Samshui, arrived here on Friday after- 
noon. She was taken up to Tungkadoo 
on Saturday morning and is now along- 
side the wharf there, having her cargo 
taken out,.and being prepared for 
docking. 7 

‘A representative of this paper who went 
on board her found that, as was stated 
before in these columns, the whole of the 
woodwork of the vessel was destroyed by 
the flames. The hull, which is of steel, is 
practically intact, though much blistered 
‘by the heat of the fire. The upper works 
ook like the battered skeleton of some 
prehistoric monster. Only the iron joists 
and girders remain, and these have been 
twisted and contorted into unrecognisable 
shapes by.the heat. The engine room is 
intact, with the exception of a fow brass 
fittings which were melted. The boiler] 
room and stokehold have scarcely suffered 
any eat all. Gaing on board one 
has to be careful where one treads, for 
the main deck, which is of iron, is the 
only one it is possible to walk on, and 
above the fore-hold it has sagged down so 
far that it is ‘almost impossible -to.walk 
anywhere. ‘on the extreme. edge. 
The holds contain about two...feet..of

other workmen were carrying the débris 
from the decks over the side. In the 
after-hold were some 500 kerosene cases, 
which had been exploded by the heat, 
and had then helped to feod the flames. 
Further back in the hold were the 
remains of what had once been cotton 
bales, now 2 mass of cinders. In the 
fore-hold were more remains of cargo, 80 
burnt, however, that it was impossible even 
to see what they wore. From the twisted 
deck supports electric wires hung loosely, 
and the engine room telegraph wires, 
which were parted by the initial explosion, 
were also hanging loosely from above. 
‘The flames melted the seacocks, which had 
to be temporarily plugged ‘when the 
vessel was brought down. The ventilator 
shafts had, for the most part, telescoped 
inwards, although a few were so battered 
and twisted that they were almost un- 
recognisable. It is curious to see tho 
coal being taken out of the bunkers. It, 
fortunately, did not take fire, or the hull 
of the ship would probably have been too 
badly injured to float. A spare propeller 
blade was partially melted and lay on the 
deck aft. ‘The funnel, except for a severe 
blistering, is unscathed. ‘The name of the 
ship on her bows is almost obliterated by 
the scorched paint. In various parts of 
the upper decks are remains of passengers’ 
luggage, and a few ‘steel umbrella frames 
were knocking about in various corners, 
As far as can be-seon the bows were unin- 
jured by beaching. ‘There is not a traco 
‘of the cabins left. ‘The partitions in the 
forward hold are crumpled up like so ° 
much brown paper. 

‘The Talung will remain at the wharf 
for about aweek, and will then go into 
dock for survey. Should it be considered 
worth while she will then be repaired, but 
it is, as yet, doubtful whether she will be 
repaired or sold as she lies.

‘The members of the above Society spent 
‘a most enjoyable evening on Wednesday, 
when the ‘Rev. W. Nelson Bitton read an 
jinteresting and humorous paper on “The 
Anglian Fens and Fen Folk. e 

‘The reader stated that he intended to give 
a description of a portion of the fen 
country, and some aspects of fen life, as seen 
by himself, and first took his audience to 
the Ely Cathedral, and ascending one of the 
towers pointed out the spires of Cambridge 
to the South, with the highlands of Essex 
‘beyond; the parish Churches of St. Ives and 
‘Huntingdon to the West; the distant view 
of the towers of Peterborough to the North; 
and on the Fast the Little Ouse running into 
the Norfolk and Suffolk ‘dorderland at 
Brandon, A peep was taken into the Lady's 
Chapel. where Oliver Gronre is majosily 
accused of beheading the statues. and an 
account given of the use made of the Abbev 
as a place of refuge by the fen men during 
‘the respective invasions of the Romans, 
Danes, and Normans. 

‘The nature of the country 
described. intersy with many livelv re- 
eallections ‘from the Urstagte Gi life. di 
the difficulty of draining the low, c, 
fen country. Mr. Bitton expressed great 
‘admimtion for the manmer in which the 
Yand has been reclaimed; also éor the un- 
ceasing watchfulness of the men whose duty 
it is to keop it from flood. 

‘The scenery was portrayed as possessing 
delicate shades of variety ; the clear streams, 
which abound with fish, being much enio~ed 
by bathers. On the Western side flowers 
and reeds grow in profusion and there is an 
abundance of bird life. The essayist gave a 
short account of the Bradford Level, which 
was begun in the reign of Charles I under 
Royal patronage, but. owing to the opposi- 
tion of the fen men, in which Oliver Crom- 
well was prominent, it was not completed 
for many years. 

‘Passing on to the fen folk. some excellent 
character sketches were given of the people. 
They wera described as extremely indepen- 
dent, and possessing great common sense, 
and ‘alive to the fact that their ancestors 
had helped in a great measure to make the 
history of England. In religious matters 
the bedv. of the reople are Dissenters, a 
Jare majority being Baptists. 

‘The reader deplored the lack of social life 
fn the villages, but said that much ix now 
being done ‘in the way of institutions to 

‘thie. ishing in the summer. and 
ing in the winter. are naturally the two 
chief recreations, and during the frosty 
werther excursion trains run daily from the 
towns to the skating centres. 

At the conclusion of the paper the mem- 
bers showed their appreciation by warmly 
apnlauding, and accorded the essayist a 
hearty vote of thanks.

‘The ordinary individuals seem to 
have no law to protect them. Shanghai 
reduced to the condition of France hefore 
the Revolution, when only the privileged 
class got anv ood from the government. 
‘The tenanta have no richts. Tn athor 
lands the so-called law of supply and de- 
mand is not allowed to over-ride the na- 
tural rights of man. The landlord alone is 
not allowed to benefit by competition at 
the expense of the tenant. Commissioners 
are appointed with power to reduce rents 
when excessive. If the landlord is ner- 
mitted to keep his land at the oriinal 
price, though its value bas risen ten-fold 
in 30 vears, according to the same law the 
tenant should keep his house at. the oriine! 
rent. If there is to be a difference made 
owing to the enhanced value of propert 
then according to all principles of equity, 
the enhanced value should not. ax now. #0 
entirely to the absentee Iandiord. but it, 
should be in favour of the nermanent ten- 
ant who by his toil has helned ta produce 
the enhanced value.

THE PRESENTATION 
OF MEDALS TO THE 
JAPANESE COMPANY. 


An interesting ceremony took place 
on Tuesday afternoon at the Town Hall, 
when Mr. Odagiri, the Japaneso Consul- 
General, presented medals to those of his 
nationals who enlisted in the S.V.C. 
during the troubles of 1900. A. raisod 
dais was put in the middle of the hall 
on which the officers of the 8.V.C. and 
the Japanese Consular staff sat. The 
medals were on a table in the front. 
Many volunteers were present in 
uniform to see the presentation, and 
the Japanese company was drawn up 
facing the dais. Alongside of them were 
tho Japanese gentlemen who no longer 
belong to the Company, in plain clothes. 

Mr. Odagiri before’ presenting the 
medals made a brief speech, in which he 
mentioned the great pleasure it gave him 
to present the medals granted under 
Imperial sanction by the Minister of 
War, to the Japanese members of the 
S.V.C. who were ready to protect the 
settlements from the Boxers in 1900. 
This trouble had been one of the most 
remarkable in history, and it was 
on the efforts of the volunteers that 
the 10,000 foreigners in the  settle- 
ments would have had to rely had they 
been attacked. At that time the strength 
of the Corps had been increased by the 
formation of the Japanese Company. 
‘The medals he had the honour to present 
were given by the empire of Japan to 
show its appreciation of the volunteers’ 
bravery. 

Mr Odagiri then presented the medals, 
and the last recipient was Lieut Chiba, 
who was loudly applauded as he made his 
way to the dais. The Consul then ad- 
dressed the men in Japanese, and after- 
wards thanked those present in the name 
of the company for their attendance. 
Finally, the volunteers of the other com- 
panies gave three hearty cheers and an 
equally hearty tiger for their gallant 
comrades. 











SOME LIGHTS ON 
COREA. 


There is passing through Shanghi 
lady who has travelled widely, is at home 
among many nationalities, and who is just 
fresh from a four months’ stay in the 
Corean capital. In the course of an inter- 
esting interriew.she was good enough to 
accord. one of our representatives, 
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Miss Gearon expressed her great 
surprise and amusement at some of the 
reports which have come across from the 
Hermit Kingdom of late. When she left, 
about a week ago, the country was quite 
tranquil, she had no hesitation in going 
anywhere she wished, and the only 
persons to cause a lady any alarm 
Were some of the recently landed foreign 
marines who played the Jack Ashore too 
freely. ‘The Legation guards obtained 
were’ she considered, quite unnecessary. 
Tt was true that the Emperor had sur- 
rounded himself with 11,000 troops but 
these were Russian-drilled and well under 
discipline. They were, therefore, amply 
able to maintain order rather than likely 
to cause disorder. ‘The populace generally 
were quite well-disposed to foreigners, 
though in the North there seemed to be 
growing up a party round the idea of 
Corea for the Coreans. 

There was no doubt, said Miss Gearon, 
of the preponderating Russian influence 
at the Corean Court. ‘The Emperor, 
poor man, was sincerely afraid of M. 
Pavloff, who was able merely by the 
exercise of his veto, to prevent the 
‘opening of Yong-Ampho on the very 
eve of the day on which all arrangements 
had been made to declare it a free port. 

‘There have been persistent statements 
that the Emperor will flee to this or that 
legation, the French for preference ; but 
there is really no one for him to flee from, 
unless it be the Russians, and to go to the 
French Legation would be much the same 
as going directly to the Russian. 





THE FOOCHOW 
ARSENAL AFFAIR. 


Irs W OLE HISTORY. 


#,* Wo are asked to publish the follow- 
ing” statement on a subject of great 
interest at Foochow.

In publishing it 
wo would wish it understood that we have 
no prejudice against M. Doydre and any

uring his directorship. M. Doyére, how-

the Chinese authorities for alleged wrongs

French Company Act of July 1867, 
Article 40, from ‘having any representa- 
tion on the Board of Directors, which 
consisted of ton foreigners resident in 
Shanghai, Hankow and Hongkong and 
two Chinese resident in Shanghai. ‘They 
could, ‘however, olaim the ordinary 
privileges of shareholders at general 
meetings. ‘The situation is the more in- 
explicable since Messrs. Racine, Acker- 
mamn had been for some months in pos- 
session of M. Doy@re’s letter of the oth 
September, in which, as already men- 
tioned, it was stated that the Chinese 
authorities had repudiated the transac- 
tion.

as the preliminary one., save that no 
mention was made therein of any pay- 
ment by shares, and two boats only were 
contracted for.” Why no allusion is made 
to the compacts ‘and understandings 
which are known to have existed is a 
mystery, especially as this contract like the 
other documents was kept strictly from 
the cognisance of the Chinese. M. Doyére 
now turned his attention to the Chinese 
and drew up a contract which he pre- 
sented to the Tartar General after get- 
ting the weiyuan to stamp it as seen by 
hunt and, as M. Doyére says, approved by 
him. How the Director could have ex- 
pected any Chinese official to agree to any 
Such document save at the point of the 
bayonet passes comprehension. By it M. 
Doyire is made absolute master and prac- 
tical owner of the Arsenal. ‘Ihe very 
stock and material was to be at his dis- 
posal, if he desired it, on his paying cost 
price’ for the same. "The Chinese were 
to pay $10,000 each month as wages for 
the workmen and this sum was to be 

not later than the 10th day of the month 
following that for whicn it was due. Ail 
responsibility for the building of the 
ships was to be M. Doydre’s provided the 
Chinese found the wages.

to M. Doydre. It bound the Chinese to- 
maintain ‘the Arsenal, and ottered them 
nothing in return. It would have been 
bad in English law, if not in French. It 
was this proposal that inspired the news- 
paper rumours about a year ago to the 
effect that the Arsenal tiad been “leased 
to the French.” Finally, in response to 
urgent appeals to Peking, the Tartar 
General secured the aid of Mr. Wei-han, 
then at Hankow, and formerly manager 
of the Arsenal. "M. Doydre ignored him 
pointedly, and after he had recovered the: 
“tease” by asking to see it and 
then keeping it, the Chinese ordered 
the closure of the Arsenal, and took steps 
to have M. Doyére removed. The Chi- 
nese freely admit the courtesy and con- 
sideration of the French Government, 
and they appreciate very much the pre- 
sent Director. Such were the causes lead- 
ing to the collapse of the late Mission and 
the establishment of the new. M. Doydre 
still refuses to furnish accounts, and has. 
included in his “fanciful” clains a de- 
mand for continuation” of his pay as. 
Director, (Francs 7,000 a imonth), al- 
though his stay here 1s entirely due to:

THE TIBETAN 
EXPEDITION. 


And Some Wider Reflections. 

The “Echo de Chine” summarises an 
article from the “ Novi Krai” on the subject 
of the British Expedition into Tibet, 
whigh the Russian journal regards as a 
great event of-the times. The” Russo- 
Japatiese conflict, which puts so, many 
other events inte the shade, roe 
it says, tur, public attention from this 
subject. Unfortunately the Press of 
whole world has. d on this enterpy 
spinigns so diverse, that it, 
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sible to form a conclusive judgment in 
the matter. But at this moment, for 
Russia at least, and for Japan also, one 
fact big with significance stands out in re- 
lief, viz, that Britain has thrown herself 
into anew undertaking without waiting 
for the solution of the Russo-Japanese 
struggle. ° 

We have always held, it says, that the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance was not workable. 
How could it be, when the interests of 
Japan are diametrically opposed to those of 
England. Is it not the secret dream of the 
high-souled islanders of the Far East 
to unite under the authority, partly 
nominal and partly effective, of the 
Mikado, if not the whole of Asia at least 
its Eastern nations? And this dream is 
not one England would smile at. 

‘We have always thought, it adds, that 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance was concluded 
hastily under the pressure of the war 
with the Boers and that this anti-esthetic 
alliance would dissolve itself. Its 
rupture would not draw down on the 
English any shadow of blame for they 
have derived no benefit from a Union 
which has always been, what it is to-day, 
platonic. : 

‘And we believe, it concludes, we are 
not far from the truth in seeing a fore- 
cast of that near rupture in the fact that 
the English are pursuing their action in 
Tibet at a time when, otherwise, their 
attention would be quite concentrated on 
the solution of the Russo-Japanese con- 
flict.

“Before going to war,” says the 
Tibetan strategist, “the strength of the 
enemy should’ be carefully ascertained 
and diplomacy is to be exhausted before 
a campaign is undertaken. Anyone 
coming with overtures of peace should be 
well received.” 

Another rule laid down is :— 

“Tf a sentry kills a_ messenger coming 
to make peace, he shall be sont to his 
home in disgrace, mounted on some old 
useless horse with broken harness.” 

Humanity to tho vanquished  f 
enjoined by the following directions 

“If you be defeated’ you must give 
up your arms, and those who give these 
up must not be killed. Should anyone 
kill one who has given up his arms. he 
must be derided and scoffed at as a 
coward.” A General or officer who is 
taken prisoner should be well treated, 
“so that in the event of your ever falling 
into his hands he may also treat you 
well.” 

“Regrettable incidents” come within 
the scope ofthe final rule:—* Should an 
army be defeated and obliged to fly, 
nothing should bo said to thom, but they

Aside from all other considerations 
making for war or peace in the Far East. 
the ability of Japan to stand the strain of 
a long and costly war has frequently: been 
called into question. ‘The country is admi 
tedly progressive and prosporous; but it 
has ben pointed ont that her trade is a 
thing of comparatively recent growth, and 
the argument has been used that her re- 
sources are as yet so undeveloped that 
the actual capital at her command is too 
small to admit of her tackling so formid- 
able an adversary as Russia in any 
cumstances. Those who make light of 
Japan, however,” and ridicule her re- 
sources, have little idea of the immense 
progress made in tho progressive little 
island during the past decade or so. Some 
comparative figures. recently issued in an 
official publication at Tokio, throw an in- 
teresting light on this subject. (Here 
follow some figures and ‘deduetions from 
the recently issued * Financial and 
Economical Annual of Japan.”)

Japan's economic ‘progress is that the

amount of specie reserves of the Bank of 
Japan has been repeatedly advanced, with 
the approval of the Imperial Diet, and 
that the total, which was only 44,000,000 
yen at the end of 1900, grew to 95,000,000 
¥en in 1901, and to 100,000,000 yen in 
1902. The issue margin of the same bank 
reaches at present 35,000,000 yen to 
40,000,000 yen. This is a significant 
fact, ‘never known before; for as 
late as two years ago the excess 
issue exceeded 40,000,000 yen. More- 
over, the bank possesses in London 
000,000 yen in specie, as a careful 
reading of the bank’s weekly reports must 
show. The bank, therefore, may be said 
to possess an issue margin of 70,000,000 
yen to 75,000,000 yen. Altogether, 
it will be seen from the foregoing 
figures that Japan's economic position 
is by no means to be despised, and 
that, if the worst came to the worst, 
the country would, at least, be better able 
to stand the strain of a war than she was

The prisoner's dock at the British 
Consular Police Court on Friday morning 
was occupied by a young Indian. Round: 
shouldered, with anegligé shock of course 
black hair, a prominent nose, receding 
chin, large unsoaped ears, big, loose 
mouth, the typical yellow eyeballs, and 
face pitted with smail pox, Abdul Rahman 
looked what he was described to be, a 
scallywag. Ho was charged with stealing 
a uniform great-coat, a cloth jacket, a pair 
of trousers, a cotton shirt, and five Collars 
Mex. Tho total value of the loot was 
assessed at $30. 

Police sorgeant Danson explained that 
the prisoner had been given into custody 
the night before, on a charge of thoft. 

Sikh-policoman’ 142, Kala Singh, said 
that Ahmed Singh, another Sikh, brought 
tho prisoner to him in Broadway about 
seven o'clock on Thursday night, and gave 
him into custody on a charge of theft. 

In reply to the charge, the Court In- 
torpreter stated that the accused said : “I 
did not steal. To make up such a thing 
against me is bad luck.” 

‘Tho complainant, a Sikh, s id his name 
was Harnam Singh—not Ahmed—and he 
lived at No. 5, Pingchao Road, “to 
Ho was employed in the “ cleansing aud 
scavenging department ” by the Municipal 
Council. “His story was to the following 
offect -— 

‘This man (the prisoner) was weeping in 
the Nanking Roud. I asked him the 
reason, and he told me he had “no cents 
for eating.” I gave him forty cents, and 
“took him to my house far giving’ him 
something for chow.” I left him there 
whon [went to work. When I returned, 
an Indian joss-man asked me to go with 
him to the Yangtzepoo Police station, as 
he spoko no Englich, and had to teach 
two foreigners to play on the bagpipes. 
When I came to my house again, there 
wore four men thero—myself, my brother 
—he of the red turban; he is watchman 
at the “Shanghai Mercury ” offico—this 
thief-man, and the joss-man. We all went 
out. When I returned from work next 
morning (2nd February), I missed my 
clothes, which I had left on the hed. In 
consequence of what a Chinaman told me, 
Iwent to look for the prisoner. At the 
Mohammedan mosque in Kiukiang Rond 
they told me this man was vory bad. My 
brother watched at the Old Dock for him, 
while L took his duty at the paper office. 
Lalso reported the matter at the Sinza 
Road Police station. Taught him last 
night in Broadway, aud handed him over 
to the police. ‘The clothes he was wearing, 
ave my clothes. The clothes I have lost 
are “one private coat, one trouser, one 
shirt, one Municipal long coat, and $5 in 
the pocket.”

‘The latter dropped his note book and stick, 
and closed with the man, eventually captur- 
ing the lethal weapon.” Tt was loaded.

In. cross-examination, the detective was 
asked to say that, having gone in without 
a warrant, and disturbed this man's slum- 
bers, the defendant had a right to shoot 
the ‘trespasser.

Pootung Murder Case. 


The trial of the notorious Vah Maw- 
maw, the big robust runner with the 
rolling, roving eye, drew to its close to. 
day. | There were other prisoners, bat 
Vah Maw-maw eclipses them in import- 
ance. 

Mr. Jones, prosecuting for the Muni- 
cipal Council, had some remarks to offer 
on the ovidence. Va Maw-maw had not 
been charged with murder, but the 
charges against him were very serious, 
He had instigated or authorised this 
murder, and that was an offence which 
ought to be punished, whether a murder 
took place or not. He was also charged 
with preventing the murderer or mur- 
derers being brought to justice for their 
crime. The father of the deceased man had 
told how in a teahouse Vah Maw-maw 
persuaded him to accept $300 instead of 
bringing a charge of murder against ‘Siao 
Ma-foo. He refused to let him see the 





the last witness called by Mr. Bidoula®; 
namely Yih Shang-tai. It showed tha’ 
Vah Maw-maw knew about the murder 
and the charge against Siao Ma-foo. The 
brother of the deceased had identified the 


jbody, and described how it had ropes 


round the neck and ankles. It had also 
beon shown that there was a gang of 
thieves whose business was to steal bales 
of cotton from the jetties, that Vah 
Maw-maw was the head of the gang and 
took part of the spoil, aud that the 
deceased had informed about one of the 
thefts. Inspector Armstrong and In- 
spector Mellows, of the Settlement and 
Water Police respectively, had told 
how they knew Vah Maw-maw as 
a pirate, and later (even while holding 
his position at the Court) as the head of 
a large gang of thieves, with cargo boats 
and steam launches. Lao Si-nyah, who 
was the yuloh-man, had told about the 
scene on the boat, apparently not con- 
sidering that he was at all concerned in 
the murder. Whether his story about 
the strangling was true or not, it was 
plain that the boat went down’ stream, 
and that the man was thrown overboard. 
Wong Zang-ching saw the deceased with 
the accused, and heard afterwards that 
he had been killed for giving information 
about some of the thieves. "He also con- 
firmed the other evidence with regard to 
‘Vah Maw-maw’s payment to the father of 
the deceased. Detective Moore, when 
recalled, had proved what the witnesses 
freely and willingly stated to the police: 
‘That was important when it was suggested 
that subsequently the witnesses were 
intimidated, and were not so frank 
in Court, owing to Vah Maw-maw’s 
undoubted great influence. They had 
to face the possibility, should Vah 





-| maw-maw get off, of sharing the fate of 


tho deceased. The witnesses for. the 
defence were called to prove that the man 
met his death by accident, but under 
cross-examination they did not show up 
well. To begin with, their names were 
down on the list of persons “want- 
ed” and they were believed to 
bo accomplices and members of Vah 
Maw-maw’s gang. Siao Ma-foo, the first 
one, got wrong in his dates, and gave a 
wrong version of his story given before 
the city magistrates. He said that he 
came up from the Ewo wharf with a car- 
go of kerosene, and that the deceased 
slipped into the water when poling 
the boat off the wharf. At the 
time he professed to have been 
coming up river with this heavy 
cargo, the tide was strongly against 
him. ‘The manager of the wharf had also 
shown that no kerosene left then, and 
that (in fact) none had been stored there. 
If it were an accident, why did Vah Maw. 
maw take five «I ays to teil the father, and 
why obtain th at ocumentary promise 
to ‘refrain from proseenting, for which 
he paid such an exorbitant sum as 
53007 Because his statements were not 
true. No wonder the father was “chicken- 
hearted” when confronted with Vah Maw- 
maw, the head city rumer and the head 
of a gang of thieves. ‘The connection be- 
tween Vah Maw-maw and the thieves, ard 
his connection with the murderers, had 
been clearly proved. The evidence on the 
second charge was stronger still. ‘There 
had been objections made to some of the 
evidence, as informal in the courts of 
some other countries where the circum- 
stances were quitedifferent. Here they did 
not and could not apply. Vah Maw-maw 
was wanted for a long string of crimes, 
and such a malefactor should be put in 
some place where he would not be such

Sikh P. C. 227 said that about 10.30 
pm. on Monday he saw the defendant 
driving down the Bubbling Well Road at 
a furious pace. A native constable in 
Carter Road called out to the mafoo to 
stop, but the latter took no notice and 
the constable blew his whistle. Witness 
heard the whistle and was therefore able 
to stop the carriage. He stood in the 
road and stopped the carriage, the pony 
almost swerving into a tree at the side of 
the road. 

A foreigner gave evidence that the 
carriage belonged to the Laou Kung Mow 
Cotton Mill and was quite unable to 
travel at a fast rate. It was impossible 
for it to be furiously driven. He. ad- 
mitted that the mafoo should have pulled 
up when told to do so by the police. 

The defendant was fined $25, 

The Servant Trouble. 

Captain Gray charged a houseboy with 
Jeaving his employment without giving 
notice, on the 8th inst, and also with 
intimidating his servants to leave their 
employment. 

Tho prosecutor said that the defendant 
had been in his employ for only eight 
days. He engaged him on the Ist instant 
for one month. During the eight days 
ho was very insolent to witness's wife, 
who was ill, and on the 8th he left without 
giving any notice. On the same day he 
returned to the honse and threatened 
the coolie that if he did not also leave he 

wuld Kill him. The coolie had worked 
satisfactorily, but the boy was any- 
thing but satisfactory. The result was 
that although the cool ied to stay, 
he was afraid to do so. 

The defendant denied that he had 
tried to persuade the coolio to leave. 

In reply to the Assessor, the prosecutor 
said he had not paid the defendant's 
wages and did not feel inclined to do so. 
He did not care about the money ; it was 
the intimidation he objected to. The 
coolie was thoroughly frightened on 






































account of the threats and had been 
afraid to come to Court to give evidence. 
Witness had had trouble with his servants 


for some two months. There seemed to 
be a gang in league to prevent 
him from keeping his servants. “He did 
not care what he paid as long as he had 
trustworthy servants. For two months 
he had been unable to keep a servant 
longer than a few days. They left some- 
times in the night leaving the house doors 
open. As he was often away in the 
course of his business, his wife was entire. 
ly in the servants’ hands. 

In reply to the Magistrate, witness said 
that to ‘cangue the defendant on tho 
premises would be a fitting punishment, 
but he was afraid that if that were done 
he would never get another servant. 

The defendant was sentenced to one 
week's imprisonment and the wages due 
to him were ordered to be forfeited,

THE WAR. 





Amp the maze of rumours and 
stories that are floating about the 
Settlement, the most credible of 
which will be found in another 
column, it is interesting to look back 
six weeks and consider an article 
which appeared in the “Spectator” 
of the 2nd ultimo, headed “British 
Sympathies in the Far Enst.” It 
must be remembered in reading 
what follows that the “ Spectator” 
was by no means cordial at the time 
in receiving the news of the Anglo- 
Tapanese Alliance. It had scruples 
about the propriety of an alliance 
between a Christian and a non- 
Christian nation; it believed that 
the annexation of Manchuria was 
Russia's “ manifest destiny,” and that 
no Power or combination of Powers 
could permanently prevent her secur- 
ing an ice-free port on the Pacific ; 
and it was persuaded that our trade 
with a Russian Manchuria would be 
as large and as untrammelled as with 
Manchuria still in the hands of the 
Chinese. But later events have had 
their effects on its judgment, and 
now it begins its article by saying :— 

“Tf we are dragged into this war in 
the Far East, as we may be, we sball 
have at least one advantage. The 
country will not be divided in 
sympathy, as it sometimes has been. 
The dislike, mingled with dread 
which is felt for Russia is as strong 
among the masses of’our population 
as ever it was in 1855. Russia has 
done nothing to injure us since that 
period; but the belief that her 
ambition has no limits, that she 
covets all Asia, including India, 
China, and the Turkish dominion, 
and is always moving slowly but 
irresistibly towards the fulfilment of 
her dream, is practically immovable, 
and has been deepened by recent 
developments in Manchuria and 
recent menaces to Japan. A certain 
faithlessness in her policy, which 
though not perceptible in Europe, 
where the Ozar himself controls 
diplomacy, is perceptible in Asia, 
where action is guided by subordin- 
ates who are more independent of 
the central authority and are devoted 
to the theory of expausion, extends 
this distrusb to the British upper 
class, and makes all welcome any 
check which Russia may receive in 
her glacier-like march towards the 
East and South. Even those who

Believing Japan to be honest in-her 
repeated assurances that she. is d 
voted to the maintenance of the in- 
dependence and integrity of China, 
and that her success will at any rate 
give China an opportuity to pull 
herself together, and allow the large 
section of the population which is 
really eager for reform to assert itself, 
we cannot help but sympathise with 
Japan; aud if we had no weightier 
reason for that sympathy, we could 
not but be attracted to her side by the 
patience and scrupulous correctness 
she has displayed throughout the 
protracted negotiations that have. 
now been sternly closed.

She started with a store of 
wide sympathy for all sorts and con- 
ditions of folks, especially Orientals, and 
much of that ‘store is communicated to 
the reader, as the traveller relates the 
Jegends of the various lands, and shows 
the point where folk-lore touches, and 
where religious belief blends, with up- 
ward suggestions of 
“a canopy of love, 
‘As broad as the blue sky above.” 


Opening the book almost at random, 
wo find in two pages, for instance, a little 
summary of the Parsee faith, a Hindoo 
Creation-legend, a North American In- 
dian tradition, Easter oggs and their 
origin, the hare-head Osiris of Egypt, 
and the Japanese “hare in the moon.” 
Every sight soon by the traveller soems 
to bring to her mind groups of historical 
facts, fairy-tales, ancient or modern lore, 
such’ as would make “a liberal educa- 
tion” to every intelligent juvenile on 
many points. The book is’ indeed de- 
@icated to a certain “ Marjorie and her 
brothers.” But older folks will be sure 
to find much to interest and inform. 

One or two minor items concerning 
China might be a little modified by 
longer residence. And while the nobler 
side of early Roman Catholic Missions 
is quoted from the pen of the eulogist 
&@ manner that every fair-minded 
ant will welcome, the appendix 
contains a quotation of a journalistic 
caricature of modern missions in China, 
of a sort which has had its day and 
coased to bo, quite n decade back. 
Happily, correspondents of London 
papers, ‘as a rule, are better informed 
nowadays. ‘The brighter side of Buddhist 
sincerity in Japan stands out in refreshing 
contrast to the squalour of motive and 
conduct so obvious among the votaries of 
a decadent cult in China, whose life would 
forbid any attompts at idealisation. 

‘Taking the work as a whole, wo do not 
wonder that Prof. Max Miller wrote to 
Mrs. Gordon saying : “The spirit of your 
book is excellent, and I hope the book 
may be largely read.” 

The Temples of the Orient and their 
Message, London : Kegan Paul, Trench, 
Tritbner & Co. (1903). 

‘This is a larger work by Mrs. Gordon, 
which has called forth eulogies from 
Profs. Petrie and Sayco, the author 
of “Higher Hindooism” (Slater), the 
Bishop of Lincoln, Dr. Clifford,’ and 
various others. It forms a peg to much 
of the lore in the pages of “Clear 
Round,” and is a book to be cherished by 
the student as a companion volume to 
Prof. Sayco's Gifford lectures on * The 
Religions of Egypt and Babylonia,” also 
published in 1903. It is a collection of 
the highest sayings and belicfs of the 
very oarly nations, arranged as side-lights 
to Dante, Bunyan, and the Scriptures. 
The contemplation of the noblest. thought 
of humanity at any stage cannot but be of 
ennobling influence to the reader. And 
by means of this learned and interesting 
book the conviction will be deapened 
that all windows, large and small, let in 
some light from Heaven. ‘The Christian 
reader will not become less Christian in 
his ereod, but will gain a breadth of 
sympathy for the ancient seers aud 
gropers after truth in what have hitherto 
been regarded as almost prehistoric ages. 

‘Treasures of Darkness. London : Simp- 
kin, Marshall, Hamilton & Co. 6) 

Tn this wonderful compendium of choice 
quotations from very ancient and many 
modern writers, the gifted authoress of 
the two books noticed above has become 
an invalid whose one relief is the attempt 
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to cheer many “ weariful hearts.” How 
such a treasury was compiled by a lady 
during years of physical prostration, 
might make a volume in itself. But the 
result is the finest collection extant of 
messages for those confronted by the 
more sombre problems of life,—guiding 
stars and galaxies for those benighted ; 
and a book of delights for all earnest 
students of truth in quotations.

harbour. ‘The Japanese squadron 
then left the port, and the two 
Russian men-of-war also left the 
harbour a littl: after 11.30 am., 
whereupon a fight ensued well outside 
of the Polynesian Islands. After 
about an .hour's engagement, the 
Russian vessels took refuge in the 
Polynesian Islands and at 4 p.m, the 
Coreetz sank, have apparently blown 
herself up. ‘The Varyag was entirely 
disabled and sank the sime evening. 
"Phe officers and men of the Russian 
vessels took refuge on board the 
French cruiser Pascal, ‘There was no 
loss of life and no damage whatever 
on the Japanese vessels. ‘The 
Japanese troops lnnded at Chemulpo 
on the 8th, Perfect tranquillicy 
reigned at Chemulpo and Seoul.

Four thousand Japanese landed on the 
9th at Chemulpo. Two Russian men-of- 
war took up the fight, but were heavily 
damaged and were then sunk by the 
Russians themselves. 
Chefoo, 10th February. 

‘The Japanese fleet, twelve ships strong, 
attacked the Russian fleet on the 9th inst., 
atter first having made torpedo-attacks, 
and are now bombarding Port Arthur. So 
far, the Russians lost three men-of-war, 
two being ironelads, and the Japanese 
three torpedo-boats. 

‘The Russian Government has proclaimed 
‘a state of war and communicated this to 
the other Powers. 

The Japanese flect, having bombarded 
Port Arthur for two days, tried yesterday 
to onforce the entrance to the harbour, 
but was repulsed with heavy losses. The 
bombardment has since been stopped.

These vessels will be examined 
to ascertain their injuries.”—Mobilisation 
has commenced in Russia.—We learn 
that the Russian vessels were not sunk at 
Port Arthur, but only damaged.

It is one of the curious signs of the 
times in the opening of the twenticth 
century that religions and benevolent 
activities manifest the same tendency 
toward organisation and combined and co- 
operative effort shown in trade and indus- 
try, whilo for the most part escaping in a 
remarkable degree the errors that have 
accompanied the latter. The Young Men's 
Christian Assoc ion has added a 
now building to its equipment every six 
days during the year just closed. “That of 
itself speaks volumes for the energy 
and practical ability enlisted in the 
work of the association. ‘The fact 
that it rule of the association in this 
State at least to organise only where 
the business men of a given place will 
erect a suitable building and put it in the 
charge of a trained secretary gives still 
greater significance to these statements. 

The most notable progress of the as 
ciation of late has been in connection 
with industrial and t tation em- 
ployés, and this has boon steady in nearly 
all sections of the country. It is re- 
ported that in some sections in the 
Southwest substantially all the male 
population has been enlisted in the or-

honour depended. _ It is to be hoped that | 
these fervent spirits will not suffer a 
corresponding re-action. A famous states 
man has said that the Japanese need to 
be on their guard against a growing 
vanity, and he meant it kindly. If a 
merely not unsuccessful commencement 
produces premonitory symptoms of Mafe- | 
king-madness, what may we not expect 
when more glorious news arrives? Like 
the English, they are born sailors and 
stubborn fighters ; but unlike the English, 
our gallant allies have not yet grown 
accustomed to greatness: have not yey 
acquired the dignified demeanour of the 
assured leader.—There were nearly a 
hundred congratulatory callers at the 
Japanese Consulate.

The steam steering gear and 
windlass will be of the Clarke, Chapman 
type. The general outline of the ac- 
commodation is as follows: European 
state-rooms contained in a large deck- 
house placed on the hurric: deck for- 
ward of the engine and boiler space. 
‘The Ist-class Chinese state- rooms to be 
aaa forward on the upper deck with a 
large saloon opening off from the rooms. 
The 2nd-class accommodation to be fitted 
amidships on the upper deck, and also on 
the after end of the hurricane deck, 
making accommodation for about 150 
passengers. The 3rd-class accommod- 
ation to be fitted on the after end of the 
upper deck for about 200 passengers; 
quartermasters, stewards, etc. to be 
placed alongside the engine casing on 
the hurricane deck. Captain's, officers’, 
and engineers’ accomodation to be fitted 
in a deckhouse on the hurricane deck. 
Electric light to be fitted throughout the 
vessel, and the light and ventilating 
arrangement to be a special feature in 
the design. The vessel, which is to be 
finished “in the most modern style, is 
destined for the Yangtze trade, to run 
between Shanghai and Hankow.

and now she appeared to all as afraid to 
die. She answered: “Well then Pll 
take in.” She did so and 

- She evidently had 
friends who pitied her. She took the 
opium again and again, until at the fourth 
time she was successful and finally 
expired. ‘Think of the suspense and 
agony of her own mother. For what 
mothers do not love their daughters? 
‘Think of the girl’s own state of mind. If 
slow capital punishment is bad how awful 
is slow suicide! The Imperial permission 
will be sought that an “honorary gate- 
way” may be erected in her memory.

Widow Ma” will be engraven ‘on 
it. There is a multitude of men 


in China who are civilised enough 
to sce the error in this conduct 
and would frown on it as a cruel Buddhist 
superstition.

War Taxes. 

The weekly Cabinet meeting on the 
2nd definitely decided to abandon the idea 
of resorting to an Imperial Emergency 
Ordinance for the enforcement of war 
taxes, but to wait for the opening of an 
extraordinary session of the Diet. The 
general election is due to take placo on 
the Ist March and the Diet should be 
summoned towards the end of next month. 
Japanese Ports opened. 

The Minister of Communications has 
decided that, as a temporary measuro 
all the ports in the Empire and not the 
‘Treaty ports only shall be open to foreign- 
owned vessels chartered by Japanese 
subjects or by those possessing Japanese 
legal qualifications. Applications were to 
be made through the local authorities of 
the place where the charterer was 
domiciled. The object of the permis- 
sion was to relieve the inconvenience 
used by the withdrawal of so many 
steamers from their regular cabotage. 


The Censorship. 

The foreign correspondents staying here 
are loudly complaining of the censorship 
lately exercised by the Japanese authori- 
ties over their telegraphic messages. Not 
only are some suppressed but others 
have been edited by leaving out whole 
clauses. The reproduction of certain 
items which have been freely published 
by the vernacular Press has been 
disallowed. The authorities state that 
they are acting in accordance with article 
7 of the International Telegraph 
Convention, which reads as follows :— 
“The high contracting parties reserve 
to thomselves the Tight to stop. the 
transmission of any private telegram 
which may appear dangerous to the 
security of the State, or which may be 
contrary to the laws of the country, or to 
public order or decency.” Most certainly, 
none of the foreign and Japanese 
correspondents have intended to threa- 
ten the security or laws of the coun- 
try. The whole thing is so absurdly 
transacted by petty officials, who are 
delighted to show their power. Not 
unnaturally the ‘‘Jiji” of to-day editorially 
cautions the authorities to be more liberal- 
minded and reminds them of the fact that 
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the provocation of ill-feoling on the part of 
foreign correspondents at this juncture is 
most inadvisable. 


New Battleships. 


A recent London message stating that 
orders for two new battleships have been 
placed by Japan with Messrs. Vickers, 
Son and Maxim and the Armstrong 
is not officially confirmed, but is ap- 
parently not without foundation. ‘These 
new battleships, to be constructed in 
connection with’ Japan's so-called third 
period of naval expansion, are to be of 
16,400 tons’ displacement and will be 
after the Edward VII type. 


The Kure Assassins. 

An appeal filed by the two assassins, 
Ko and No, of the late Corean political 
refugee in Kure was quashed to-day in 
the Hiroshima Appeal Court. Ko was 
again sentenced to death and No to twelve 
years’ imprisonment. A Corean counsel 
‘came over specially to defend the prison- 
ors, but was not much of a success.

initial success did the rest. ‘The state- 
ment that three Japanese cruisers are hors 
de combat gives a more veracious air to 
the report, and it may be noted that the 
three vessels mamed in the information 
which reached us are none of them very 
modern boats. It is reported that on 
‘Tuesday night, there was a grand circus 
performance at Port Arthur and many of 
the officers and men from the Russian 
* fleet were on shore at the entertainment 
when tho first attack was made by the 
Japanese torpedo boats. 

Captain Silverlock, of the British 
Steamer Tencer, formerly a Blue 
Funnel liner, arrived here this evening 
from Dalny, with a number of Russian 
and Chinese refugees. ‘The passage 
oecupied 47 honrs, Dalny having been | 
eft at 7 p.m. on Tuesday evening. ‘The 
vessel had gone to Dalny to load beans, | 
but the Russian authorities would not | 
permit her to take in that cargo. She 
was discharging her cargo of coal at 
2pm. on Tuesday, when arrangements 
were made to charter her to bring on the 
refugees to Shanghai. This action was | 
decided upon as a result of the battle of 
Monday night at Port Arthur, when the 
Japanese torpedo boat attack ‘was made. 
The Teucer passed within 12 or 15 
miles of Port Arthur on Tuesday evening, 
and saw flashes and heard reports of 
heavy guns, but only about four shots 
were fired so far as they could tell, and 
while they must have passed through or 
very close to the Japanese squadron 
they saw nothing whatever of it. 

There are 87 Russian or other Eu- 
ropean women and children aboard the 
Teucer, who are the wives and children 
of employees of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, and in addition there are 
one hundred and thirteen Chinese refu- 
gees, who will be landed in care of the 
Russian Consul to-morrow morning. One 
(of the ladies is very ill, and was to have 
‘been removed to the Generil Hospital 
est evening, The Toucer is berthed

‘The Norwegian steamer Kamor came in 

from Port Arthur early. 0 had a quiet 
uneventful journey and saw nothing of 
any battleships or fghtmg. She brought 
the wives and families of several of the 
Russian naval officers. Tho Kamor was 
one of many ships which have been taking 
coal into Port Arthur, but although ehe 
got her cargo there, the scarcity of labour 
was such that it was impossible to get it 
al unloaded. ‘Ine vessel remained in 
dock for ten days and was then chartered 
by the Russian suthorities to bring away 
as many refugecs as could be got on board. 
When she left: Port Arthur, although war 
had not been declared,’ fighting was 
known to be going on and tho Russian 
fleet of twenty-three large vessels besides 
torpedo boats and: destroyers was drawn 
up in ne outside the harbour, prepared 
apparently to meot any oustaught. During 
the frst night out from port the Kamor 
encountered the Japanese squadron, was 
inspected by search light and allowed to 
proceed. 
The captain and crew of the C. E. R. S. 
‘anchuria, which is still detained in 
Nagasaki harbour, arrived in Shanghai by 
the ND. LS: Gera yesterday. 

The N.-D. L. S. Gera, which arrived 
from Japan early in the day brought on 
the passengers, who in fhe ordinary course 
of events would have arrived here some 
days earlier by the T. K. K. 8. Yokohama 
Maru. 

‘The Fast Asiatic Company’s steamer 
Manchuria which was. signalled off Gutzlaft 
on her way to Daly on Saturday night 
has not been reported since. She Ries the 
































































Russian mercantile flag; it may be, how- 
ever, that it has not been possible so far to 
telegraph her arrival. 

The gunboat Mandjour disappeared 
from her buoy off the French bund during 
the morning but has not left the port. 
She is berthed alongside the Chineso 
Eastern Railway Company's wharf and 
it is confidently reported that she is being 
disarmed, and abandoning her martial 
character.

THE BURNING OF 
FUH-LEE. 
RUSSIAN CONSULATE DESTROYED. 


OVER HALP A MILLION TAELS’ DAMAGE. 





As if the War were not enough to keep 
Shanghai ina ferment, Fuh Lee must 
needs be bumt out again, and take with 
it the Russian Consulate and’ Hung 
Chong’s, the Nanking Road jeweller’s, to 
say nothing of the damage inflicted on 
other property in the vieinity. ‘Tho des- 
truction was swift and complete. A few 
minutes after five o'clock yesterday after- 
noon the alarm rang out two bells. Almost 
before it had ceased the preliminary warn- 
ing peal the sky over tho heart of the 
Settlement was lighted up with a great 

Jare. The entire top story of the Fuh 
{lee building was seon to be flaming like 
fone gigantic. torch and already stray 
tongues were'shooting out from the upper 
windows all round. So sudden was the 
outbreak that it appeared to be but a fow 
seconds from the discovery till the top 
floor was burnt out. Tho rapidity with 
which the conflagration spread lent 
colour toa report that incendiaries had 
been at work. Jt was known that there 
had been some dispute with the Chinese 
staff but ti:is was the only other founda- 
tion for the rsinvw. Last night tho 
police had notiia; to offer as to how the 
fire originated. It began in tho millinery 
@epartment where thero was plenty of 
inflammable material to help it on its 
way of destruction. 

The firemen were on the spot with 
customary alacrity but their task was 
hopeless, as far as the saving of the main 
block was concerned, from the beginning. 
At first a brave attempt was made by the 
Deluge and Mih-ho-loong Companies to 
play on the flames from the inside but 
the lift shaft acted asa flue and it was 
soon found impossible to remain in the 
building. ‘The lift weights came down 
with a ron after a few moments and then 
cartridges began to fall down tho shuft, 
exploding as they reached the burning 
Aébris below, and scattering sparks and 
stars of fire as they fell. Employés were 
rushing about the ground floor trying to 
save what books they could, but soon the 
falling plaster drove cveryone outside. 
‘The flames burnt with a fierce crackling 
sound, and over and anon a loud report 
would’ be heard as some more cartridges 
took fire. The lift shaft looked like a 
veritable inferno. ‘The flames caught 
the staircases and spread rouad the whole 
building. 

One great difficulty at the outset was 
the getting of a sufficient pressure of 
water. The Fuh Lee lift was worked by 
draulie power and one of the first 
things that happened was the bursting of 
the ram. The whole pressure of a six- 
inch pipe was thus wasted while it flooded 
the lower centre of the building. The 
hose reels attached to the street hydrants 
would play no higher than the first floor 
windows and the fire was raging furious; 
and unchecked high above. “Ina 
of an hour or so the engines began to 
arrive and at last it was possible to play 
actually on thiugs bersing. The Torrent 
engine was stati ‘Szechuen Road 
just at the entrance from Kiul 
Road; the Hongkew was in Nanking 
Rowi; the Deluge also in Nanking 
Road but on Watson's side of the cross 
road; the Victoria engine in Szechuer 
Road beyond the Toilet Club. The fire 
float was also brought along to tho 



















































bottom of Nanking and pumped 





from the river. The Deluge engine 
fortunately broke down after a time and 
the Mihholoong escape was also damaged 
through the unskilful handling of civilia 
whose zeal te help outran their know- 
ledge of fire matters. 

Detachments of sailors were landed 
from the British and French ships and 
later from the Italian man-of-war, and 
rendered welcome assistance with buckets. 

‘The strong wind blowing first took the 
flames eastward towards the Bund, 
dooming Hung Chong & Co’s jewellery 
stores, threatening Lano Crawford’s, and 
even causing some anxiety for Kelly 
& Walsh's godown on the other side 
of Nanking Road. Then changing some- 
what, as darkness fell, the wind shifted 
tho danger to Messrs. Watson & Co’s 
comer. Szechuen Road having .become 
too hot to be ocenpied the Mib-ho-loong 
and Deluge companies turned their atten- 
tion to drenching the chomist’s premises 
and so keeping the walls’ as cool as 
possihle, ‘The water did a good deal of 
damage but it saved the building. 

So intense was the heat that the electric 
light standards in the opposite corners of 
Nanking Road canght fire and the live 
wires from which the insulating material 
was quickly burnt off, hung within twelve 
feet of the road, just’ above the heads of 
those who were working to extinguish 
[the flames. The current was cut off as 
soon as notice could be sent to the power 
sta n, aud for a short time there was no 
clectric light in the central district. But 
until the current had been cut tho 
proximity of the deadly wires had a most 
demoralising effect on everyone. 

‘The streets it necd not be siid were 
thronged with crowds, who were drawn 
off from reading news of Japanese victo- 
ries, and were to be observed alo dotted 
all about the roofs and parapets of ad- 
joining buildings. In some of those latter 
overy preparation had been made by 
the inmates to fight the fire should 
it advance to meet them. When 
the falling cartridges began to ox. 
plode, the throngs in Nanking Road 
deat a hasty retreat tothe Bund. There 
was said to be a lot of gunpowder stored 
on the Russian Consulate buildings and 
Ithough unfounded the statement caused 
al 
















































Nothing remains of Messrs. Hall & 
Holtz premises or of tho Consulate 
quarters, which were in the same building, 
except blackened walls and iron supports 
rising out of a mass of débris. One at 
loast of the safes fell through when the 
fioor on which it stood gave way. Mr. 
Kliemenow, the Consul-General for 
Russia, who has been ill for the past 
threo weeks, was so prossed by the firo 
that he had to escape in his sleeping 
clothes.” Ho is at present staying at 
the Astor House, whore he is being 
attonded by Dr. Krieg. All of Mr. 
Kliemenow’s effects were destroyed but 
stood that the books and

A View from the North. 

! Early it was noticed that the fire had 
obtained too strong a hold to be subdued 
in the place of origin. Soon the roofing 
‘of the corner spire cracked and curled 
outwards like the skin of a roasting chest- 
nut. Out burst the flames, curling snake- 
like around, and licking bungrily at the 
rnamental superstructure. 

Flame dragons roared from every 
‘window below, aud the noise of the 
burning almost made unheard the clank- 


ing of tho engines and the screams and 
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“hisses of the scape-valves. Every now 
and. again there was a pyrotechnic 
parabola described in the smoke darkened 
air, and accompanied by cries of “ Look 
out,” some big piece of glowing timber 
would hurtle to the level with 
tremendous thud, and raising a 
shower of sparks. Presently the frame 
work of the spire was seen, a livid tracery 
design against the sky, mere sticks of 
glowing charcoal, sputtering like the fag- 
end of a Crystal Palace set-piece. This 
yielded at the knees, the calcined 
minaret fell to the west, and crashed 
down through the dismantled floors 
to join the raging hell in the 
basement. To the din were added 
the repeated detonations of exploding 
cartridges, aiid the concussions of beams 
and girders falling as they were gradually 
surrendered to gravitational foroe. All 
the while a moderate breeze kept blow- 
ing, and an unceasing comet's-tail of 
sparks and burning embers flowed over 
the adjacent roofs in the direction of 
Hongkew. ‘The dense crowds in the 
streots thatwards suffered a fiery baptism. 
the clothing of some getting damaged 
before their neighbours could brush 
off the lighting sparks. Across the 
way. the paint on doors and wood work 
was blistered by the intense heat, and no 
one blamed the firemen who’ retired 
ocoasionally to their trucks for restora- 
tives. ‘Tho heat rays reaching the 
opposite side of the street were suflicient- 
ly powerful to ruin irretrievably a 
Dieyole belonging to one of the fireme 

The sudari blinds on the chemist’ 
shop opposite blazed up, but with tho 
nimble assistance of the sailor men, thoy 
were soon extinguished. For hundreds 

f yards on every side the projecting 
wes and facades’ of other premises 
shone as if reflecting a brilliant sunset, 
and the temporature a couple of blocks 
away was palpably raised several degrees. 
Tt was a big fire. 

‘The books, &e., wero all rescued and 
Aoposited in the salesroom of Mr. L.

THE PROBLEM OF 
THE JEW. 


A Paper read before the Shanghai 








tion. 
jeoting of the Shanghai 
Zionist Association, “the Rev. Frank 


Rawlinson read the following sympathe- 
tic and informing paper :— 

I deem it an honour and a privilege to 
be permitted to address you this even- 
ing. As a man I can sympathise with 
your sufferings; as an American I ep- 


preciate your aspirations for national 
emancipation; as a Christian I worship 
your God. To attain to that for which 
| this Zionist Association stands you need 
a love sirong enough to overcome your 
many differences, a spirit of patriotism 
intense enough to supplant your attitude 
towards the countries of your adoption, 
am affection for your ancient land that 
shall subordinate the difficulties of get- 
ting there to the satisfaction of being 
there, and a reverence for God compre- 
hensive enough to make your loyalty to 
iGod the chief characteristic of your 
| nation. If I can help you towards these 
things a little I shall consider this effort 
well put forth. 

For about forty centuries the Jew has 
lived on this world; for twenty centuries 
he has wandered. | His maintenance of 
national characteristics seems to have 
beon in almost direct violation of natural 
principles. It is the opinion of many 
‘that he ought to have died long ago; but 
it is a fact—and facts count for more than 
opinions—that the has not. He is some- 
tames referred to as a “ mir- 
acle” or “am extraordinary enigma.” 
His situation has been summed up in 
these words. “They are a people without 
a country whose country is without a 
people.” The Jew by reason of his very 
Jewishness is a religious, social, and 
political problem. So the subject for this 
‘evening presents itself to me under the 
title © Problem of the Jew,” 
‘a problem facing both those who know 
him and himself. My task is more to 
present to you the problem than to 
elucidate it, though I aliall have probably 





most to say about the present-day attempt 
to solve it. This attempt is known to 
you as “Zionism.” I think, however, 


that the full solution of the problem does 
not lie in human hands alone. 


Let us take a look in passing at the 
home of the Jews. There seems to be a 
growing conviction that the Jews are 
linked with Palestine for all time. 
‘There once pulsed through it the heart 
throbs of the life of the ancient world. 
It was isolated by a great desert and 

ed mountains. Its situation made 
it the contre of activity for the world 
of ite day. One has said that it had 
“ double relation of exclusion and ready 
intereommunication.” In natural ad- 
vantages it, was a “ most-favoured land.” 
But we are told that to-day Palestine is 
pre-eminently a land of ruin. And even 
its ruins are in the Hoge of the fatal 
Strangely enowy present. rulers of 
this country aro of flat ret gion that 
thinks highly of the Jews’ ancestors and 
does not lightly esteem the founder of 
Christianity. It was only for a period of 
sixty years—the golden age of the He- 
brew ‘nation—that the boundaries of 
actual possession were fully identical 
with the boundaries of the promised 
heritage. Happy the day when that 
again 3s so. Though Palestine is a land 
of ruins it is not a land beyond redemp- 
tion. It is true that we are forced to 
admit that the prtsent prosperity of the 
country is not great. One writer says; 
“ At present the country has nothing but 
starvation to offer to penniless emi- 
grants.” Young Jews constantly have to 
‘Jeave to find fresh openings. Another 
writer thinks that this cannot improve 
without something unexpected happen- 
ing. Yet the Tand is full of promise; Le- 
| banon has not ‘lost all its primeval beauty. 

Sixty-eight times is Lebanon mention- 
jed in the Old Testament and it 
j has not yet come to that condition that 
people can look at it and forget it. Car- 
mel still wears some of its bride-like 
tresses. The early and tho latter rains 
are again coming and in greater profusion. 
‘That modern life has touched it is seen 




















in the presence of railroads. Its soil is 
good. The deposits in the valleys and 
plains are notably rich in the elements 
that make fertility. Some of its possibi- 
lities are hinted at in the fact that in 1852 
about ten acres of waste ground on the 
hill of Goath was bought for two hundred 
and fifty pounds (£250) and put under 
cultivation. That same piece of land is 
now valued at £20,000. Another writer 
says that Palestine is capable of support 
ing a large population if fully cultivated. 
‘Tho present population of Western 
Palestine is about 600,000. But the 
country under cultivation is fully capable 
of supporting ten times that number 
—6,000,000. I was interested to note, 
though, that that is the highest figure I 
have seen. The number of the Jews is con- 
siderably above that. This is not, however, 
any hindrance to “Zionism.” ‘Palestine 
is still a land where history can be made 
and lives worthily lived. 

One cannot think much of Palestine 
without thinking of Jerusalem. For Jeru- 
salem is the heart of Palestine and Jeru- 
salem is still, I believe, in the heart of 
the Jews. It is the point on earth of 
closest contact between God and man. 
Not now, perhaps—but that is man’s own 
fault. Ib is a city, too, still unforgotten. 
It may still be said with the Psalmi 
“For thy servants take pleasure in hor 
stones and have pity upon her dust.” 
One writer says that Jerusalem is a grave- 
yard. Beneath its present surface lie the 
rubbish and wreckage of not less than 
eight cities. Its entombed relics speak 
of David, Solomon, Nehomiah, Herod, 
Omar, Godfrey de Bouillon, and’ Saladin: 
To give you an idea of the height of the 
Aébris that covers this ancient city in 
some places, let_me mention one place. 
Here the wail of the temple as seen is about 
forty-five feet high ; but were the débris 
cleated away to its foundation it would 
be found to be 170 feet high. Prophecy 
has been fulfilled in that parts where 
walls once rose have Lec ome vege- 
table gardens. The present city has four 
main quarters :—the Armenian, the Chris- 
tian, the Moslem and the Jewish. And 
of these, sad to relate, the Jewish seems 
to be the worst. “Ruins heaped upon 
ruins,” says one, “are the chief charac- 
teristic of this densely populated district.” 
The ancient city of the worshippers of 
God has passed into the hands of the 
worshippers of Mohammed, and by super- 
stition and tradition has almost become a 
caricature of its relations with the found- 
or of Christianity. Ono instance of this 
will suffice, Within the walls of what is 
known as the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
chro are located thirty-two shrines. For 
sixteen centuries Christian pilgrims have 
kissed a marble slab within it that at the 
best is only an artificial representation of 
a tomb such as Jesus lay in. And sad 
and suggestive it is that the only place in 
Jerusalem to which the Jews have froo 
access is “The Wailing Place.” 

‘The solution of the “Problem of the 
Jew” has much to do with what has 
already been Now let us look at the 
ono around whom the problem revolves— 
the Jew himself. What is he to-day and 
how does he affect the world at large? 
Let us look first at him as a tenant in his 
old home—for his own house only knows 
him as tenant—and I am afraid not yet 
enjoying all the privileges of a tenant. 
Nevertheless he is going back there in 
increasing numbers. In all Palestine 
there are to-day about 120,000 Jews. Of 
this number 30,000 are found within 
Jerusalem itself. One of out every four 
Hebrews in Palestine is in its capital city. 
In 1840 there were only 3,000 in Jerus 
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has been stated that at that time Jerus- 
alem was without either trade or com- 
merce. But to-day many of them are in 
business. ‘They are employed in all kinds 
of trade, different branches of them being 
better at certain trades than others. 
Yet work is scarce for so many of them. 
For self-supporting Jews the conditions 
are extremely dificult. Their customs 
are much the same as in Bible times. 
Some of their customs show a taint from 
intercourse with other peoples and re- 
ligions. While the colonists there are 
better off. than many Hebrews in other 
Jands, yet they by no means live in 
affluence. ‘There are about two hundred 
colonies outside the wails of Jerusalem. 
‘The worst cases are so poor that they 
have to dig holes in the ground in which 
to live. One colony 1s known as the 
“Box Golony,” because the houses there 
are made out of packing cases and roofed 
with their tin. ining-© A Russian Jow 
willed 2g deal o} money te be used 
for building purposes. ‘This many. 
Others ‘are helped ‘in the payment of thezr 
rent by wealthier brethren in Europe. 
Many poverty-stricken ones can do no 
better than herd in Jerusalem’s many 
underground caverns. 

Religiously the Hebrew in Palestine is 
to a large extent the Hebrew of old. ‘The 
keeping of the law is the Birot ‘of the 
day’s activity. The man who in other 
countries was lax here is apt to go to ex- 
tremes. Every hour to be is spent 
in reading the sacred books. ‘The 
bath has regained its old place. It is said 
that if one Sabbath were kept properly 
by all the Jews the Messiah would come. 
It is interesting to note that a fund called 
the Khaluka is sent to Palestine from 
all over the world, and especially from 
Russia, to help support the Jews there. 
‘And in large part to enable Jews in the 
land of Israel to do for those who ‘con- 
tribute what they cannot do for them- 
selves—their religious duty. 

The Jews in Palestine have been divid- 
ed into four classes: those supported en- 
tirely by the Khaluka, those aided by it, 
thoso who support themselves, and thase 
in agricultural colonies. ‘This last re- 
minds us of the schemes tried to better 
the Jews’ lot in Palestine. In 1870 a 
colonisation scheme was started. Even 
earlier than that the efforts of an Eng- 
lish Consul’s wife led to the pt of 
land and its use by Jews for cultivating. 
At the first time spoken of, the Turkish 
government gave six hundred acres of 
land near Jaffa for similar purposes. 
‘These plans have brought hope and 
chance to many that were hopeless. 
Baron Rothschild gave liberal aid to these 
efforts. A few years ago there were about 
four thousand five hundred Jews in 
these colonies. Yet since 1898 this 
work, generally speaking, seams to 
have deelit somewhat. The whole 
scheme is yet an experiment disappoint- 
ing to some and hopeful to others. Some- 
thing still seems to be lacking in 
the plans so far tried. “Zionism” is 
believed to be able to supply that lack. 
We must notice that at present no Jew 
may land in Palestine under penalty of 
a heavy fine. Yot they sometimes 
through in sacks owing to the indifference 
of the Turkish officials and the leniency 
of the Sultan. 

Now what about the Jew in the world 
at large? Conservative estimates say 
that he numbers at least twelve millions. 
‘the centre of orthodox Judaism is Rus- 
sia. The place where most liberty is 

anted them is America. ‘The largest 
Fovish colony in the world is in Now 
York: in all there are 60,000 Jews, 30,000 
of them being settled within one 
square mile. It is the largest ghetto ever 
known. ‘They are found in almost every 
country, though mainly in Europe. A 








Jewish writer says that though they are 
everywhere prominent yet they are no- 
where in the majority. Kconomically 
they seem to be declining. One says it 
would be safe to the maxim: 
*Asrich as a Jew ” for the one “ As poor 
asa Jew.” He speaks of them as the 
non-possessing race in the world. 
Yet im finaneial circles the Jew is still a 
power. It is said that during the recent 
troubles in Roumania, Jewish money 
both refused to use its unfluence in behalf 
of the Jews there and help the country 
that was them out of its 
financial dutiiculty. “A jamentable in- 
stance of power unused. With the excep- 
tion of England and America it would ap- 
pear that they are barred out from most 
Of the really lucrative positions. Persecu- 
tion has tended to lower their wealth 
and beggar them. ‘There is a large 
army of Wastrels and wanderers who drut 
from land to land. he Jewish charities 
of New York spend over a million dollars 
a year on ther poor. ‘the money spent 
to aid these wanderers could be much 
more effectively spent. in helping them 
cultivate and develop a land of their own. 
As it is they are a constant drain upon 
their steadier and wealthier brethren. 
As to the Political position of the 
Hebrews the following statements will 
show. Apparently tnére are seven un- 
emancipated Jews for every four ‘ poli- 
tically free. That is, roughly speaking, 
only one fifth of the Jewish race are really 
freemen. ‘There are two ways in 
which they might be emancipated. One 
is for them to have politicat and social 
equality in the lands of their adoption. 
‘Yhis was once done in Spain; the Jews 
remaining there even accepting the Ro- 
man Catholic faith, with the result that 
in a short time they were completely ab- 
sorbed. Some think tiat wherever the 
Jew is given political and social freedom 
this will inevitably foulow. The other 
way, and the safest if they are to remain 
a race, is to again take a place among 
the nations of the earth. On this plan 
“Zionism” is based. As it is in some 
06 to be a Jew is to-be almost a 
criminal; Jewish birth being considered 
a disgrace, ‘This ie not a thing of modern 
days only. In the fourth century death 
was the ponalty for a marriage between 
Jows and Christians. Once in the middie 
ages the Jew was compelled to wear a 
round yellow badge on his breast. 

Then, too, where is the world-wide Jew 
religiously?’ Here again there seems to 
have been a decided retrogressiom. Of 
course there is an . But 
there is an increasing amount of what 
has been termed “colourless Judaism.” 
There is an extreme party of reform that 
has made a distinct retreat from the 
Jewish standpoint. London Jews are 


feving over the increasing numbers of 
Potal ” Actainete from Judaism.” In 
America there are many differences of be- 
lief and much laxity of religions observance. 
Ye one writer says, “ Al i 
building magnificent synagogues.” 
in ‘Bunks there arose the idea that to be 
cultured the Jew must be irreligious. The 
synagogue is to-day pronounced a failure 
in Englan@. Certainly the Hebrew race 
is in a critical situation religiously.

‘What of the Jew and the 
amongst whom he lives? Here the tale 
of the tragedy begins. 0 relate it is be- 
yond our time and power. He has. been 
persecuted, hounded and despised beyond 
the telling. The medieval history of Aus- 
tria, Spain, Portugal, Hrance, and Eng- 
land is deeply stained with wrong against 
this people. And in more modern times 
in Roumania and Russia especially has 
hate against them come to a hideous head. 
And to-day the “Jewish Question” is as 
real as any the nations have to face. ‘The 
crux of the question for them and those 





with whom they live is, “Where shall 
the Jew go?” He ihas ami until 
he has but little chance for further 
emigration. Nation after nation ‘has 
tried to pass him on until he has bean 
about passed around. Most countries: 
seem to be taking measures to restrict 


him. 

the mumber that it wants and holds over 
their heads an anti-alien immigration bill. 
Even in America an anti-Jewish feeling 
is making itself felt. Regulations already 
introduced there show that it cannot be 
considered as a place of final rest for this 
weary people. Last year 50,000 entered 
there and seventy per cent of them stayed 
in the already fearfully congested. settle~ 
ment in New York. Every trodden 
avenue seems closed to them. Attempts 
were made to found a colony in Egypt. 
This failed. hhas recently offered 
them a tract of land im British East 
Africa. It is two hundred square miles 
in area. They are there to have self-go- 
vernmont. It is in fact the offer of a 





the best chance that has yet come to 
them. At present mo more lias bean done 
with this offer than to appoint a comr 
mission to go and see this place. But 
there seems to be a feeling among them 
that at best br can be a temporary stop- 

place only. artially "meets 
Tewrsht needs but it doos not fit in with 
Jewish ideals. We might at this point 
ask, “ Why is it that every race seoms to 
ve turning its back on the Jew?” In part 
at least he is suffering from race antipathy 
which he suffers in common with other 
races. America has its colour problem. The 
black man it has and hardly knows what 
to do with him and the yellow man it is 
trying to keep out. Australia has decided 
that it does not want the dark races to 
do its manual labour. ‘This opens up & 
problem for England that is likely to 
grow. But the situation of the Jew is 
rendered more keen from his very Jewish- 
ness and the fact that he has not a place 
of his own to which to go. Other racos 
have. In addition great prophecies are 
being fulfilled in him. 

‘This question the Jows aro asking them- 
selves. ‘They are Leginning to realise that 
their detencalensones males it onsy for 
them to 1e scapegoat of race pre 
judice. As they have pondered 
memory has quickened and they have re- 
called “God's words conce! them ; 
their hhopes have arisen and they have 
longed for a chance to better themselves 
by their own hands; their ambitions have 
started into life and they have dreamed 
again of national life. ‘They havo a right 
to live; but where shall they live? Their 
hearts have yearned for life within their 
own lands. It is the imperative need for 
something to be done coupled with the 
bureting forth of these pent-up longings 
that has led to the remarkable movement 
known as “Zionism.” Before there had 
been somewhat local and small attempts 
to stir up Jewish national feeling. 
There nade been hints of “Zions” 
in London, Washington, and Paris. 
In 1806 a sanhedrin appointed by 
Napoleon had decided thet France was 
Zion. But this movement is bas 
on the idea that the Jows and Palestine 
must come together before the Jewish 
problem will find satisfactory settlement. 
‘At present it embraces in its membershi 
between two and three million Jews of all 
lands. These believe that they have & 
need that only Palestine can meet. 
societies are increasing rapidly. 

‘The scattered units in the ening 
the Jews were brought together in Dr. 
Theodore Herzl. In 1896 he sent forth 
a pamphlet entitled, “ The Jewish State.’ 
Itwas an appeal to arise and’ secure a 











home for themselves, to which the hearts 
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of many Jews at once responded. It 
seemed to thrill them to action. Of Dr. 
Herz] Israel Zangwill has said, “He is 
a prince in Isracl. He is the first 
statesman that the Jews have had since 
the destruction of Jerusalem.” At the 
last congress at Basle he stood the fire 
of a scathing criticism calmly and well. 
An enemy tried to prove that he was not 
true to his trust. The congress again 
voted its entire confidence in him. He 
is to-day the recognised leader of the 
Jewish people. In 1897 the enthusiasin 
stirred up by his pamphlet was shaped 
into an organisation at Basle. Since 
that time "six congresses ‘e met. 
What is sometimes called the rationalistie 
Jewish party seems to hare gone 
into this movement first. But orthodoxy 
has also taken firm hold of it. ‘The heart 
of the wealthier sons of Israel was slow to 
move at first. But now the buried, though 
not destrayed, love of his people is moving 
his heart. This congress is gaining a 
growing influence. Even those not yet in 
favour of its leading principle are looking 
up to it. Three parties are prominent. in 
it.The government party ; the orthexlos 
arty; and the young Zionist party. 
Bach party is aiming at the samo thing 
though differing as to the route there. At 
its first session one hnmdred and fifty mets 
at its last six hundred. These, too, being 
little more than half of the number elect- 
ed to represent Zionist conferences. It 
has been necessary to change the basis of 
representation from one hundred for each 
delegate to two hundred. There were 
present representatives from all over the 
world, a communication from the Shang- 
hai Zionist Association being heard there. 
‘Vhreo Zionists walked for sixty-two days 
to attend it. It wonld seem that the 
claim of a Zionist that this congress had 
become the central tribunal of the Jewish 
people is not too strong. 

Now what is the aim of this move- 
ment? To procure an open and 
legally recognised and secured home in 
Palestine. I do not think it is meant 
that every Jow is to go back there any 
more than England wants every English- 
man to live at home, But they do want 
anational home! Is that not a worthy 
aim? How shall it be obtained? At 
present it is hoped that the Sultan can 
be persuaded to dispose of his vested 
rights in the soil though retaining a suzors 
inty over the people. Some think that th 
deposition of the Sultan (which in th 
opinion is only a matter of time) will 
give the Jews their opportunity. ‘Then 
the nations are to be asked to assume 
the responsibility of preserving the rights 
of the Jews to their inheritance. Already 
the nations are considering how another 
nation in Syria will affect their interests. 
‘That in itself is a compliment to the 
value and strength of the Zionist move- 
ment. As yet the Zionists do not claim 
that they expect to be able to hold their 
land by themselves. But that is a matter 
for the microscope of time to reveal. 
Certain it is that the Jewish people are 
aiming at something much higher than 
anything they now have. 

It may be asked what spirit is at the 
bottom of this movement. Here some 
may meet with disappointment. It 
has been said that the platform of 
Zionism is in no sense religious. That 
does not mean that it is. irrcligious. 
But it does mean that the national 
idea is prominent and the religious 
in the background. It is practical 
and political rather than religious. As far 
as I know its leaders make no claim to 
special authority from God. Yet they 
undoubtedly feel that for it to be success- 




































































ful God must have a hand in it. They [nations and occupy that place worthily. 


are men trying to better their people ; 
patriots in the truo sense of the word. A 
portion at least of the Hebrews have 
learnt that in the present condition of 
their people to found a State there must 
be full freedom of conscience and action 
in religion. Indeed the question was 
raised at the congress by a Hebrew 
Christian as to how Hebrew  Chris- 
tians like himself would be received 
if they settled in Palestine. Dr. Herzl’s 
reply to this was, that the lenders would 
feel it right to help them build them- 
selves a house of worship. The thing 
that moves the promoters and adherents 
of this movement at this time is the hope 
of soon zetting a national home of thei 

own. When this movement takes effect, 
it seems to me, that in some respects at 
least they are likely to be « different 
nation from what they have ever heen 
befor 






























The closing question is : ~~ What are the 
prospe this movement"? Among 
the Jewish people themselves they seem 





to he all that could he desired. ‘This 
congress has established the equality of 
evory Jew and already made them more a 
on than they have heen for centuries. 
have «national fund—The Jewish 
Colonial Trust Fund—of over £2.000,000 
capital. In this the “dream of enthu- 
sinsts” has come true. But is there any 
hope that they will get what they want? 
The situation was summed up by Dr. Ma 
Nordau nt the last congress in words like 
these: Four Powers, including the world’s 
greatest, have expressed themselves as 
favourable to the movement, At its 
commencement the Emperor 
expressed Ins sympathy with it. The 
British Government has shown its interest 
in the offer of a grant of land. America 
recently took diplomatic steps that greatly 
concerned the welfare of this people. 
Russia is prepared, so she has said, to 
co-operate with the emigration conducted 
by the Zionists when it is arranged 
and is also prepared to help the Zion- 
ists to influence the Sultan to hand 
over Palestine to the Jews. And lastly 
the Sultan himself seems to be favom 
ably disposed towards the Jewish peopl 
As you will remember the ‘Tur 
government presented six hundred acres 
of land for use by colonising Jews. 
And the Sultan does not seem to 
have any personal objection to the 
Jews settling in Palestine. So it does 
indeed look as though the scattered 
Jew may yet again he reckoned with as 
a world force and not as a burden or a 
pariah. 
With multitudes of other Christians, I 
hope with all my heart that he will yet 
again occupy a worthy place among the
